APHINGTON, Feb. 7.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

has long been noticed that he was 
acting strangely toward the adminis- 
tration’s anti-trust programme, and it 
has even been hinted that his assign- 
ment of the time for the Littlefield 
bill, displacing other measures which 
had expected consideration, was for 
the purpose of getting something 
through the House which the Senate 
would never accept, and by thus inter- 
esting the House in its own measure 
as against the plan of the Senate, 
bring to pass the collapse of the 
whole anti-trust effort. 

It may be stated incidentally that 
Speaker Henderson, according to 
first-hand testimony of some of his in- 
timate assortates, is to become the 
representative of certain large mon- 
eyed interests, after March 4, and that 
he has been assured of “something a 
great deal better” than the Speaker- 
ship of the House ever was. 

A number of conferences have been 
held with him, but they have not 
proved encouraging. He has been com- 
plaining of iliness and sticks rather 
closely to his roams, seeing but fen 
people. Whether he will finally have 
the courage to defeat the administra- 
tion’s anti-trust programme, as worked 
out by the Senate leaders, depends on 
circumstances.

PRESIDENT IS OBDURATE. 
STANDARD OIL IMPUDENCE. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.j 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.--It can be 
stated by authority that unless anti- 
trust legislation at least reasonably 
satisfactory to the administration is 
enacted by the present Congress Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, on the 5th of March, 
will call an extraordinary session of 
the Fifty-eighth Congress. The Presi- 
dent himself has told members of Con- 
gress of his desires and of his deter- 
mination in this regard. It is under- 
stood that the announcement was di- 
rect and unqualified. 


It is further stated that the deter- 


mination of the President was reached 
only after careful consideration of the 
strenuous efforts that are being made 
to defeat any anti-trust legislation by 
Congress. 

These efforts have covered a wide 
range. They were charaterized today 
by one prominent Republican leader, 
to quote him directly, as “the most re- 
markable of which I ever had per- 
sonal knowledge during my public 
lite.“ 

These efforts culminated during the 
past thirty-six hours, it is now de- 


clared, in direct appeals from the 
Standard Oil! Company, through its 
president, John D. Rockefeller, to 


members of the Senate, not to enact” 
any anti-trust legislation at this time. 

No less than six United States Sen- 
ators have received telegrams signed 
“John D. Rockefeller,” urging that no 
anti-trust legislation be enacted. It 
has not been possible to obtain a copy 
of these messages, which, it can be 
said, are practically identical. Sub- 
stantially they read as follows: 

„We are opposed to any anti-trust 
legislation. Our counsel, Mr. —— 
will see you. It must be stopped.” 

As stated, these telegrams (and it 
must be clear that only the substance 
and mot the exact wording is here 
given, were signed “John D. Rockefel- 
ler. 

Yesterday one of the counsel for the 
Standard Oil Company arrived in 
Washington and called immediately 
upon members of the Senate, as indi- 
cated in the telegrams. He did not re- 
main long. Scarcely had he made 
known his business, when he was in- 
formeda, a bit curtly, that his presence 
here was undesirable, and he left with 
an intimation that he had better re- 
turn to New Vork, 

During the afternoon infermation 
concerning the receipt of the message 
leaked out, and became the subject 
of some quiet ecloak-room discussion 
at the Senate. The news also reached 
the House, some of the prominent rep- 
resentatives learning the gist of the 
dispatches. Then it became known,

HOUSE TAKES ACTION, | 
PASSES LITTLEFIELD BILL. 
IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS--P.M.) 
Ww... aINGTON, Feb. 7.—By unani- 
mous vote, 245 to 0, the House today 
passed the anti-trust bill. The closing 
chapter was devoid of excitement. For 
three hours the Democrats offered a 
series of amendments designed to 
place teeth“ in the bill, but they were 
either ruled out of order or yoted 
down by a strict party vote. On only 
one vote were the political ranks 
broken. It was on an amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Thomas (Rep.) of lowa to 
make the filing of returns incumbent 
upon all corporations mandatory. On 
that amendment seven Republicans 

voted with, the Democrats. 

The bill, As passed, ‘requires corpora- 
tions “hereafter organized,” to file re- 
turns covering their articles of incor- 
peration, financial composition, etc., 
with the Interstate Commerce Coramis- 
sion, on penalty of being restrained 
from engaging in interstate commerce; 
prescribes penalties for false returns, 
ete. The commission is given author- 
ity in its discretion to call for similar 
returns from existing corporations do- 
ing an interstate business. The com- 
mittee is given power to compel the 
answer to questions and a fine of not

WATER CLAIMS NOT ALLOWED.

STOCKTON, Feb. 7.—The United 
States Land Department at Washing- 
ton has stayed the hand of San Fran- |. 
cisco, which reached out for the waters 
of the snow-covered Sierras some time 
ago, including Lake Eleanor. 

In 1902 Mayor Phelan of the metropo- 
lis invaded Yosemite National Park 
and filed water claims there, for the 
generation of electric power, which he 
subsequently assigned to San Fran- 
cisco. A survey had previously been 
made under the direction of Marsden 
Manson, without the authori of the 
government. The Federal gov ment, 
judging from a letter received today by 
Register J. D. Maxey of the Unayed 
States Land Office here, evidently’ re- 
gards Manson and his surveyors as in- 
truders, and resents his invasion of the 
park, by refusing to grant the whier 
rights, for which filings were made 
by Phelan. —

BLOW AT EMBRYO TRUST. 
{ny THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 7.—A blow 

at an embryo trust in this city was 
struck by Judge Hunt this morning, 
when he declared that boycotting, 
when accompanied by overt acts or 
intimidation in business, is a viola- 
tion of the law. The declaration was 
made in a decision rendered by the 
court in the case of the Sacramento 
River CodOperators, a corporation, 
against Poster Bros., I. Scatania & 
Co., McDonough & Runyon, Menaker 
& Weélbanks, the Ten Per Cent. Com- 
mission Association and other produce 
merchants engaged in boycotting the 
plaintiffs. 

The plaintiffs are included in a cor 
poration of farmers and fruit grow- 
ers, having a place of business in this 
city, for selling their products. They 
claim that they had a profitable busi- 
ness, and the defendants, ten in num- 
ber, all of whose names were not 
given in the complaint, controlled the 
wholesale trade in San Francisco, in 
order to monopolize that trade and to 
prevent lawful ‘competitors, and par- 
ticualrly to drive plaintiffs out of bus- 
iness, formed an unlawful combina- | 
firm, fixed at 1177000. 

In an elaborate opinion, in which the 
decision of courts in many States are 
analyzed, Judge Hunt concludes: 

“It thus appears that the highest 
appellate tribunals of several of the 
States of the Union substantialiy con- 
cur in supporting the doctrine that 
the interests of competiton in trade 
will not sanction coercion or intimida- 
tion of a rival trader or of the custom-

public. 
| ‘This evidence was adduced at the in- 


weatigation which the committee made 4 


last week of the manner in which 


“prisoners are {punished at the prison. 


The investigation was the result of a 
resolution offered by Assemblyman H. 
W. Brown of San Mateo, one of the 
streng men of the lower house. He 
‘produced an affidavit from a former 
prisoner, in which the statement was 
made that the affient had been crip- 
pled for life by reason of having been 
laced in a strait-jacket for more than 
twenty-four hours. So severe were his 
fnjuries that for sixty-two days after 
his release from the jacket he was 
fonfined in the prison hospital, and is 
@ow a heipless cripple, unable to earn 
@ livelihood. 
HORRIBLE DISCLOSURES. 

Th: committee went to San Quentin 
and copducted an investigation. They 
@ay that every facility to ascertain the 
truth was afforded them, but as to 
whet brand of truth, or what facts 


they uscertaincd, the members of oe 


Gommittee have refused to divulge. I 
fs known, however, that disclosures 
Were made of an amazing and dis- 
gusting «character. A minority of the 
committee are said to be in favor of 
whitewashing Aguirre and the man- 
“agement, notwithstanding the shame- 
ful disclosures that have been made, 
but a majority will report recommend- 
ing the abolition of the use of the 
strait-jacket as a barbarous and un- 
christian means of discipline. 

On the subject of their coming re- 
port, reticence secms to be the rule 
with the committee. They say they 
have been pledged. to secrecy, and take 
heiter behind this pledge when askea 
to admit the public in their confidence. 
Olmsted of San Rafael is chairman, ana 
the other members are Carter of Los 
Angele:, Brown of San Mateo, Walsh 
and Bliss of Oakland, McKenny ot 
Amador, Barber apd Murphy of Sar

wardcn. 
TWO WHITEWASHERS. 

Whether there are other friends ot 
Aguirre and the strait-jacket, is not 
known, but it is believed that only two 
of the members of the committee favor 
a whitewesh, the seven others having 
been convinced that the methods in 
vogue at the penitentiary should not be 
tolerated in any civilized cammunity or 
Christian State. In fact, the commit- 
tee will recommend a bill, which is now 
being prepared, prohibiting the use of 
strait-jackets and similar. imple- 
wents of torture and humiliation in the 
prisons and reformatories of Califor- 
nia. 

EXCRUTIATING TORTURE. 

Up to the present disclosures, it was 
e simple matter to conceal the facts 
from the public, th: strait-jacket 
being popularly regarded as a mila 
means of correction, inflicting but lit- 
tle cr no pain upon the subject, and be- 
ing a hecessary and humane instru- 
ment for the puasishment of the refrac- 
tory. Par otherwise is the real char- 
acter of this brutal appliance, as the 
committee has earned. It ir in en- 
dence that seners have been kept 
tightly up in the strait-jacket 
for from twenty-four hours to three 
days It was also shown to the com- 
miitee that this was not the most se- 
vere portion of the punishment; thar 
the real torture of t strait-jacket 
lay in the tat that while so being pun- 
ished, the wretched victim is not af- 
forded a decent opportunity to answe 
“the calls of nature, and the result is 
indescrivable. All sanintary rules are 
thus violated, and the victims, felons 
and desperate criminals though thoy 
be, feel im their filthy condition, a de- 
gree of misery and humiliation from 
which they would do almost anything 
to escape. 3

OTHDPR OUTRAGBS. 

This is a circumstance which has 
Been overlooked by the State Board of 
Pricon.Directors, who are reputed to 
be humane men, but this is because the 
real nature of the punishment has 
been kept from them. Evidence is in 
the hands of the committee which 
ghows that the strait-jacket was not 
sed to any great extent under the 
former administration, and that it was 
introduced as a regular part of the 
curriculum by Warden Aguirre. 

It has been told to members of the 
committee that there have been horri- 
Ble instances of barbaric cruelty at San 
Quentin. This information has come, 
in free men who had no ul- 
terior motives. It is related that one 
convict was dying, and that in order 
to stop Rie cries a gag was placed 
between his teeth, and that he died 
with “he gag in Ris mouth. It is not 
certain that the committee's report will 
recite such instances as this, but that 
is the information which the commit- 

Some of the members of the com- 
mittee returned to Sacramento im-

SECRET ALLIANCE. 


TWIXT GERMANY AND ITALY. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS F. u. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.— Disclosures 
of a secret alliance between Germany 
any italy constituted the most impor- 
tant development in the Venezuelan 
situation tonight. This fact has been 
made known to the British Ambassa- 
dor. and it will put all of the negotia- 
ters more closely on their guard in 
the drafting of the protocols which 
they hope to submit to Minister Bowen 
during the next few days. The Ger- 
man-Italian alliance was Old news to 
Mr. Bowen, the fact having leaked out 
| in Caracas before he left there. Gen- 
erally speaking, the alliance is in- 
tended to secure to Italy the same 
treatment in the allies’ settlement wits 
Venezuela as that received by Ger- 
many and Great Britain. Mr. Bowen 
has made it plain both to the British 
Ambassador and to the German Min- 
ister ‘that he cannot affix his signa- 
ture to any protocols they may pre- 
sent to him which are not substan- 
tially of the same character as that 
to be submitted by the Italian Ambas- 
sador. All three of the first set of 
zu otocols to be signed, which will con- 
tain the conditions precedent to the 
raising of the blockade and the pro- 
visions for referring the question of 
preferential treatment to The Hague 
for decision, have been received at 
the Italian, British and German 
embassies. Their contents are not 
known to Mr. Bowen, nor have the al- 
lies’ representatives become acquainted 
as yet with the details of each others 
convention. Several important con- 
ferences have occurred throughout the 
cay at the British Embassy in an et- 
fort to reach an agreemeut upon the 
protocols. 

Regarding reference to The Hague, 
Mr. Bowen informed the allies that he 
Will not consent that one man be se- 
lected from the personnel of The 
Hague tribunal, to sit as arbitrator in 
the question of preferential treatment. 
He wishes that this court shall con- 
sist of three, and preferably of five 
members. 

Several more or less sensational 
stories have been in circulation during 
the last few days, which have caused 
much, annoyance to the British Am- 
bassador, and to the other negotiators | 
regarding the note Mr. Bowen ad- 
dressed to the former on last Monday, 
proposing that the question of prefer- 
} ential treatment go to The Hague. 
That these reports may be corrected 


“And it will occasion great surprise 
and regret when it becomes known 
that Great Britain has even proposed 
continuing her prepent alliance with 
Germany and Italy, one moment longer 
than she must.“

bassador to the German and Italian 
Ambassadors.

e Washington telegram published 
in the Los Angeles Times of the 25in 
ult. is the first intimation that has 
reached Mexico of the terims proposed, 
to wit, a uniform monetary sysiem: 
the basis of the system to be a single 
gold standard, the nations to use in 
their circulation as anuch silver as 
can be maintained at a parity with 
gold; the silver to be curried at a 
ration of 32 to 1, or halt that proposed 
by Bryan. The readers of The Times 
thus obtained, through the enterprise 
of the direct wire of that paper, yes- 
terday, the first intimation of tne 
terms—in fact, in advance of the pa- 
pers published in this city. 

The joint endeavor of Mexico and 
China, the former a great silver pro- 
dycer and the latter a large consumer 
of the white metal, to secure a worid 
agreement in its behalf, is interest- 
ing; given the magnitude of the busi- 
ness interests involved in the crea- 
tion of a substantial and reasonable 
fized value to silver.

peal of the extra-hour ordinance. This 
they say will cause some saloons to 
close up, but no one seems to object 
te that except the saloon men _ them- 
selves and their patrons. Those who 
remain in business will probably raise 
the price of drinks from 15 cents to 20 
cents or more, and this may have the 
effect of still further discouraging 
drinking, The new decree going into 
effect today may not produce at once 
the effect desired, nor decrease the 
number of drunkards at once, ‘for 
that is an educational] process. Bui it 
will, at least, discourage the drink 
thought among the people, and bring 
about a diminution in saloon braw!ls 
and open scandais, diminish Sunday 
2 and close up some of the re- 
tailers, and also cut out much of the 
Sunday drinking among the laboring 
classes. 

Mrs. Addie N. Fields, resident repre- 
sentative of the Woman's Christian 


Temperance Union ef Chicago, is de- 


lighted with the measure. She says, 
while her organization does not favor 
license in any form, but is working for 
absolute prohibition, this is a move in 
the right direction. She added that the 
Federal government had already taken 


steps to introduce tempecrange educa- 


tion into the public schools and the 
government schools. The measure, on 


the whole, is cordially approved by | 


the people. 


The statistical tables of the British 
Board of Trade show a small gain in 
the exports of several stapies to this 
country during the past year. During 
the year 1902 there were exported to 
Mexico 27,948,400 yards of ail kinds of 
eotton textiles. as avainst 21.553.000 in 
the preceding year, a gain of more 
than 4,000,000 yards in bleached cotton. 
The values respectively were £329,852 
and £252,912. Prints held their own, 
dyed goods showed a gainof more then 
400,000 yards, while unbleached goods 
(manta) fell off, due to the successful 
competition of the native mantas. Linen 
textiles sent here in 1902 amounied to 
1,702,700 yards, as against £95,000 yarJs 
in 1901. tailway iron and steel im- 
proved perceptibly, the figures for 199: 
being 58,000 tons, as against 7683 tons ip 
1901. Galvanized iron sheets in 1502 
were 7898 tons, as against 5242 the pre- 
vious year. 
Capt. Harry Brown, one of the exten- 
sive coal operators of Pittsburgh, and 
interested in the Ebuino fle'ds of th: 
Mexican Petroleum Company of Cali- 
fornia, operating near Tampico, is in 
Mexico, in his private car, with a small 
party of friends. 

The Mexican government hes taken 
cognizance of the attempt to substitute 
for the name of Topolobampo that cf 
Port Stilwell. This is the Pacific port 
toward which the Kansas City, Mexico 
and Orient Rallroad is headed. The 
first’ use of the American name for 
the Mexican port appeared in a New 
York paper uncer an Associated Proes 
dispatch. On October 20, 1901. when the 
coneessionaires of that road filed their 
plans. with the Mexican government, 
the latter asked the concessionaires to 
change the name on the plans, where 
the word Topolobampo had been sub- 
stituted with the name Stilwell. Secre- 
tary Ignacio Mariscal, the Foreign 
Minister, under date of the 12th inst., 
sent out a circular to all the Mexicin 
consular officers in the United States 
and to other governmental depurt- 


ments. The government will not have. 


to take anv drastic steps, for Dana 8. 
Lander, the resident representative of 


the Stilwell interests, will institute the 


necesary move for tke return to the 
new and proper name of the port. 


The explosion of the dynamite gun 
invented by Willard S. Isham, at Sandy 
Hook last week, will doubiless be bu 
a temporary setback to the inventor”. 
He commenced his dangerous expert 
ments in this city six or seven years 
ago. A small cannon, with the pro- 
jectile identical to that used at, Sandy 
Hook, or With little difference, wns 
tried by him here, and did satisfactcry 
work. The test Was witnetsed by 
President Diaz and other high army cot 
ficers in the deserted hillsides near the 
government powder works of Santa Fé, 
to the west of this city. The projectils 
did a fiendish lot of mischief among the 
harmiess rocks of Santa Fé, but the 
experiment was not pronounceda suc- 
cess at the time. Inventor Isham is a 
plucky and persistent man, and wf 
doubtless keep at his invention, either 
until it does turn out an absolute suc- 
cess, or until peace becomes universal 
and war no longer a necessity. Marconi 
did not succeed for years, and no great 
inventor achieved success at a jump, so 
there is some chance for young Isham. 

J. W. Studebaker, president of the 
Studebaker Manufacturing Company 
of South Bend, Ind., and his eon are 
in Mexico on a pleasure trip. This is 
Mr. Studebaker’s first visit to this 
country, although his wagons’ and 
carts have been coming here for 
twenty years or more, 

A Federal concession has been 
granted to Isaac M. Hutchinson, an 
American, for the erection of § car- 
building shops in this republic. He is 
an old-time railroad man, and for 
geome yeara was connected with the 
Mexican National Railroad in the 
capacity of a locomotive engineer. But 
he is a resourceful man, and with 
plenty of gitfger, and going to the 
United States last year, he was ahle 
to interest capital for the enterprise. 
He proposes to bulld all kinds of-ears, 
both passenger and freight, for rail- 
ways, small cars for plantations and 
mines, and electric cars for street rail. 
ways, ete. The ruflroad system of 
Mexico, which has grown from 200 
miles itt 1874, to 15,000 miles at pres- 
ent. is all the time in need of rolling 
steck, and so much time is lost in 
sending to the States for cars, etc., 
that the scheme promises to be a 
money-maker from that one point 
alone, to say nothing of the great 
number emploved on haciendas, 
mines, ete.

A thousand People last night 
stretched their arms across the 
desert of coon tunes and local ame- 
teur recitals that divides Los Angeles 
from the musieal world, and clasped 
bands with the reality, in an evening 
of song with Eugene Cowles, Amer 
ica’s treat basso.

ABOUT HOLLYWOOD.

FORMATION OF HIGH SCHOOL DIS- 
TRICT ASKED FOR. 


— 


Public Meeting Held in the Interest 
ot the Proposed Improvements and 
Preliminary Estimates of Cost Pre- 
sented— Board of Trade. 


HOLLYWOOD, Feb. . — Tunis com- 
munity discovers that it has outgrown 
its present schoo! facilities. In fact, 
Yt finds that the machine which re- 
celves the raw material in the form 
of budding youth and turns it out as 
‘a finished product versed in the three 
and in things geographical and 
otherwise, is inadequate. A more up- 
to-date edicational plant is called for. 
A meeting of citizens interested in 
better schoo! equipment was held Fri- 
day evening in the Methodist Church. 
Enlarged accommodations for the pri- 
mary and grammar grades and the 
establishment of a high school were 
discussed. 

There was a large representation of 
citizens from the several districts to 
be included. There are Cahuenga, Los 
Fellz, tho Pass, Laurel, 
Lankershim and Ivanhoe. Ex-Gov. 
John I.. Beveridge called the meeting 
to order. He stated that there were 
over two hundred children in the Pass 
district alone, and thgt the rapid in- 
crease in population made it impera- 
tive that an increase in the pubziic 
school facilities be provided. He 
thought that a butiding to cost $40,000 
would answer present needs. The as- 
sessed valuation U the district is $646,- 
000, which would yield a fund of 332. 
300 at a 5 per cent. rate, to be paid 
in yearly installments. The assessed 
valuation of the five districis, or 81.800. 
000, and a 1 per cent, tax would yield 
$18,000 for equipping a high school, 

All present were heartily in favor 
of the movement.

RENTING AND SELLING. 

OFFICES AND HOUSES WANTED. 

There has been some referénce in 
this department of The Times, during 
the past few weeks, to the difficulty 
of renting offices and residences, while 
there are such a great umber of 
houses offered for sale in théséadvertis- 
ing columns of The Times. This brings 
up the question as to whether we are 
not possibly beginning to overbuild. 
At the request of The Times, Wright &

classes are Keeping up well, and at in- 
creasing’ rentals, and desirable houses, 
flats or stores are almost unobtainable.

It is cited that everything in town is 
for sale, and the great .number of 
houses advertised in the columns of the 
Sunday papers is used as an argument 
in favor of the contention of over- 
building.

The recent German haval calamities 
cannot well be explained in any other 
way, for the German sea officer in 
navy or merchant marine is as fine 
and careful a sailor as there is afloat.

Winter the Rainiest for Many Years, 
and Grain Acreage Doubled—Slayer of 
Man Whe Whistled Committed to 
Insane Asylum.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Feb. 6.—The an- 
nual migration of flocks from North- 
ern to Southern Arizona is in progress 
and fully 100,000 head of sheep are 
Srazing on the plains north and east 
of Phoenix, awaiting the shearers. 
Twice this number will be in the coun- 
try tributary to Phoenix within a 
month. It has been found much more 
profitable to shear in the warmer low- 
lands, and shipment from Phoen is 
at no greater cost than from the points 
nearest the ordinary grazing grounds 
in Northefn Arizona. This year the 
season is unusually propitious, owing 
to the abundant rains that have made 
of the desert a well-grassed plain. 
Shearing has been begun already, and 
preparations are being made for the 

pment of several trainioads of 
lambs to eastern markets. 

The winter has been the rainiest for 
many years, and the . farmers have 
been encouraged to the extent of 
doubling the acreage sown last year 
to grain. Alfalfa was cut as late as the 
middle of December, the winter having 
been so’ mild as not to have nipped or- 
ange foliage. All the crop of navel or- 
anges has been picked and shipped, 
and only a few Mediterraneans and 
Jaffas remain. on the trees. The river 
remains low, owing to the continued 
cold weather in the mountains, where 
the latest storm has deposited several 
feet more of snow, almost assuring a 
supply of irrigating water for 
summer. For the first time in years, 
snow has been on the mountains south 
of Phoenix.

San Francisco Clubman Ends His Days 
| in q Los Angeles Hovel. 


Joseph -Albrecht Worked as Waiter and 
Scrimped and Saved, Hcping to Get Back His Old 
Position in Socieiy Died in Squalor, Leaving Five 


HO was the mysterious old her- 
mit, who lived like a dog in a 
tumble-down old woodshed in 
the backyard of No. 651 South Main 
street? 
When he died in the Recefving Hos- 
pital last Wednesday, some one iden- 
tified him as Joe Albright or Albrecht, 
a waiter in a cheap restaurant. 
Before the corpse was cold, some 
one else recognized him as Joe Miller, 
an express man. 
Yesterday a Times reporter found 


that the old fellow was, only a few 
years ago, a member of two fashion- 
able clubs in San Francisco, the Call- 
fornia and the Olympic, a dilettante 
in swell Society circles, a writer ot 
romance and poetry. 

The people who lived with him here 
knew him as a penurious but kindly 
old miser, with a mania for collecting 
Junk. They all agree that he didn’t 
have any use for women. He told 
them he never cared to have anything 
to do with women. But in the old 
shack ‘yesterday, there were found

AT HOME AND ABROAD. 
Psyche and Le Roi. 


In New York recently have been 
performed two works, which are en- 
tirely new to this country. They are 
Ceasar Franck’s eymphonic poem, 
“Psyche,” and part of Lalo’s opera, 
“Le Roi d' Ts. The Tribune says: 

‘Psyche’ is a singular work, as 


different from the ordinary symphonic 


poem or symphony, as it is from Ber- 
lioz’s symphony, with vocal solos and 
choruses, ‘Romeo et Juliette,” which 
gave the impetus to many fantastic 
compositions in France. it has three 
parts, the first of which (the part se- 
lected by Mr. Damrosch for per- 
formance) is wholly instrumental. The 
underlying poetical conceit of the 
whole is the beautiful fable, freighted 
with ethical symbolism, which 
Apuleius gave to Üterature in the 
second century of the Christian era. 
Psyche, the daughter of a King, 
arouses the envy of Venus because of 
her beauty, and the goddess’s anger 
because of the feeling which that 
beauty inspires among men. She re- 
solves to punish her presumptuous 
mortal rival, and sends Cupid as her 
messenger of vengeance. But the 
God of Love himseif falls a victim 
to the maiden’s charms. The spell 
which he had put upon her, however, 
he could not wholly dissipate. Hosts 
of admirers still follow Psyche, but 
no worthy man affers her marriage. 
Her parents consult the oracle of 
Apollo, who tells them that she is 
doomed to become the wife of a 
monster who lives upon a high moun- 
tain. The maiden sees in this’ the 
punishment meted out by Venus, and 
offers herself as a sacrifice. Left alone 
by parents and friends, she climbs the 
rocky steeps and falls asleep in the 
wilderness. Thence come the zephyrs 
and carry her to a beautiful garden, 
where unseen hands serve her sump- 
tuously in a magnificent palace, and 
the voices of invisible singers ravish 
her ears with music. Every night she 
is visited by a mysterious being, who 
lavishes loving gifts upon her, but for- 
bids her to look upon his face, and 
disappears before dawn.

It is 
Cupid, who Hes sleeping before her 
with sno wings folded. and golden 
ringlets clustering abo his shoul- 
ders. Anxious for a closer view, Psyche 
leans over him; but a drop of hot oil 
falls from the lamp upon his shining 
skin. The god awakes, and without 
a word flies out of the window. Palace 
and gardens disappear, an@ Psyche 
Is left alone to suffer. After wander- 
ing long in search of the lost one she 
wins the sympathy of Ceres, who ad- 
vises her to seek out Venus and of- 
fer reparation. She becomes the slave 
of the goddess, who imposes cruel 
tasks upon her. But Cupid cannot 
bear to be separated from her, and 
goes to Jupiter, who intercedes with 
Venus and wins her forgiveness. Then 
the supreme god gives her immortality 
and she becomes forever the wife of 
Cupid.” P 

Lalo’s opera “Le Rol d' rs,“ was 
brought forward in Paris at the Opera 
Comique, on May 7, 1888, and had sixty 
representations in the season. Its book 
by Edward Blau, is a free treatment 
of a legendary story, which lives in the 
balladry of Brittany. Between sixty 
and seventy years ago, Th. Hersart de 
la Villemarqué, a native Breton, wan- 
dered through his native province, and 
from the lips of peasants gathered 
the songs and ballads, which he pub- 
lished in 1840, under the title, “Barzaz- 
Breiz. Chants Populaires de la Bre- 
tagne,- recueilles at publiés avec une 
Traduction Francaise, des Arguments, 
des Notes et les Melodies originales 
par, etc.” From a peasant named 
Thomas Penvenn, M. Villmarqué re- 
covered fragments of an extremely old 
song, which tells the legend of the sub- 
mersion of the ancient Armorican city 
of Ys. The catastrophe is supposed to 
have occurred about A. D. 440. The 
story in brief is that in the reign of 
Gradion the Great, his capital city was 
protected against the encroachments 
of the ocean by a system of dykes, the 
secret gateway of which was locked 
with a key which he always kept at- 
tached to a chain which he wore about 
his neck. One night his daughter, 
wishing to crown a banquet given in 
honor of a lover, stole the key from 
the sleeping King, opened the gates, 
and the inrushing flood overwhelmed 
the city~a calamity that had been 
predicted by Gwénloé, the patron saint 
of Ys. In the opera, the story fs varied, 
being told as follows: 

King Karnac, the redoubtable foe 


of the people of Ys, falls in love with 


Margaret, one of the two daughters 
of the King of Ys, and promises to put 
an end forever to the wars, if the fair 
one shall consent to become his wife. 
On the day set apart for the nuptials, 
Margaret, being apprised of the return 
of Mytio, the only man she had ever 
loved, and whom she had long lamented 
for dead, refuses to plight her troth 
to Karnac, who, indignant before the 
astonished and frightened people, 
throws down his gage of battle to the 
King of Ys. A great battle ensues, 
and Karnac and his troops are de- 
feated and amnihtated by Mylio, who, 
loved by but not loving Margaret, is 
going to marry her sister, Rozenn. 
Margaret, almost mad, wanders over 
the battlefield, and approaching the 
despondent Karnac, asks his help to 
avenge at once his defeat and her hu- 
miliation. She knows how to open the 
dikes that protect Ys from being 
flooded by the ocean. Karnac’s power- 
ful arm must open them. The horrible 
deed is performed, the city is sub- 
merged. Mylio, meeting Karnac, fights 
with him and kilis him; the King of 
Ys, Nylio, Rozenn, Margaret and all 
the fugitives from the doomed city 
strive to reach the top of a hl, but 
the waters are incessantly rising. 
Margaret cries: “These waters will 
never stop until they have reached 
their prey.“ and before Mylio and Ro- 
zenn can take hold of her, she jumps 
into the angry waves. At this moment, 
Corentin, the patron saint of Brittany, 
appears on the surface of the waters, 
and with extended arms keeps back 
the ocean forevermore.

PHILIPPINE FORESTS. 
Their Character and Extent—Oppor- 


Splendid Field for owng ForYesters. 

fBureau of Forestry Bulletin.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Gifford 
Pinchot, Chief of the Bureau of For- 
estry, has returned from the Philip- 
pines, where he was sent last August 
by Secretary Wilson, at the request of 
the Secretary of War, to report on the 
forest policy of the islands. 

A personal examination of the Phil- 
ippine forests and a study of market 
conditions have convinced Mr. Pinchot 
of the value of the timber and of the 
very great opportunities on the islands 
for the government forestry. “Both 
for forestry and for foresters, he says, 
“the Philippines offer the finest field I 
know of. The Forestry Bureau of the 
islands, under Capt. George P. Ahern, 
has charge of the development of wal- 
uable forests composed of trees the 
names of which are mostly unfamiliar 
to Americans and of whose habits we 
know comparatively nothing. An un- 
limited field for profitable study is of- 
fered the young foresters now entering 
the Philippine service. The objection 
that the istands are dangerously in- 
healthy is a mistaken one. I believe 
that a man who takes care of himself 
may work with entire safety in the 
Philippines.“ 

On a gunboat placed at his disposal 

by Gov. Taft, Mr. Pinchot, in company 
with Capt. Ahern, made a trip of 3000 
miles among the islands. The sailing 
was done at night, when possible; land- 
ings were made in the day and the for- 
ests of all the larger islands and of 
many of the smaller ones were ex- 
amined. 
“Probably more than half the area 
of the islands is in forest,” says Mir. 
Pinchot. ‘The best timber I saw was 
in Mindanao, on the road built by the 
army from the coast to Linao, where 
the fighting with the Moros has been 
going on. There the best trees are 156 
to 175 feet high, with clear lengths of 
90 to 100 feet and diameters of 3 to 6 
feet. The forest is dense and inter- 
woven with creepers, and progress 
through it is often impossible without 
cutting a way. The isiands contain 
large areas without forest, as along 
the railroad from Maniia to Dagupan. 
Nearly the whole island of Cebu and 
parts of Panay are without forests. On 
the other hand, Mindanas and Para- 
gua are nearly all 1 forest. 

“The pine of the Bénguet province is 
about the only tree which an Ameri- 
can in the Philippines will recognize. 
Although nearly 799 species have been 
described and classified, doubtless many 
Philippine trees still remain unknown. 
Very many of the timbers are fine cab- 
inet woods; neariy all are heavy, and 
many sink in water. At present their 
use is limited entirely by thetr ability 
to Withstand the attacks of the teredo 
and the white ant. 


“Lumbering ts a problem on the 
isiands. The death of nearly all the 
„ caribou has in some places reduced the 
industry to the employment of hand 


labor entireiy, which is scarce and un- 
satisfactory. What lumbering is now 
going on is of the most primitive sort. 


I have seen heavy logs hauled with 
tackles by hand. A considerahbie part

THE NEW MILITIA. 
From the New York Tribune, Jan. 23, 1908.1 
By placing his signature to the Mill- 
tia Bill President Roosevelt has’ brought 
to a successful close a task which 
engaged the national legislators for 
many years. Of the hundreds of bills 
framed with a view to improving the 
militia system many passed one or the 
Other of the houses of Congress, but 
none of them were satisfactory to both 
ies. Despite the honest attention 
which they received at the hands of 
men who knew that there was urgent 
need for reform in the composition, 
management and equipment of the 
citizen soldiery of the country, the 
méasures were all, on close examina- 
tion, found to be defective and inad- 
equate, 
The men who framed the bill which 


became a law on January 21 profited | 


not Only by the mistakes of their pre- 
decessors, but by the lesson which the 
war with Spain taught, and they ac- 
complished a work which President 
Washington deemed worthy of atten- 
tion and of which he said in i794: 

“The devising and establishing of a 
well reguiated militia would be a gen- 
uine source of legislative honor and a 
perfect title to public gratitude. 1 
therefore entertain a hope that the. 
present session will not pass without: 
carrying to: its full energy the power 
of organizing, arming and disciplining 
the militia, and thus providing, in the 
language of the Constitution, for cail- 
ing them forth to execute the laws 
of the Union, ‘suppress insurrections 
and repel invasions.” 

By the provisions of the bill which 
was introduced in the House of Rep- 
resentatives by Gen. Charles Dick of 
Ohio, and in the Senate by Senatar 
Joseph R. Hawley, the organized mi- 
litia, with its 115,00 men, which had 
no standing in the military establish- 
ment of the country., now becomes a 
part of the armed forces of the nation, 
In time of war the President may 
call upon the National Guard, for a 
term not exceeding nine months, for 
service within the «boundaries of the 
country, and when volunteers are 
needed for service outside of the coun- 
try the members of the organized State 
forces willl have the first opportunity 
to enlist. The bill provides also for the 
rearming and the reéquipment of the 
National Guard on the lines laid down 
for the regular service. This part of 
the bill appealed strongly to those men 
who saw our army in Cuba and in the 
southern camps at the time of the 
war with Spain. Six aifferent kinds of 
rifles, requiring-six Kinds of ammuni- 
tion, were used at that time, and ev- 
ery part of the country had its own 
idea as to the proper size of the organ- 
izations. The tactical organization, as 
well as the equipment of the National 
Guard, will from now on be like that 
of the United States Army, and the 
new law specifies that within five 
years these changes must all be com- 
pleted. To accomplish this purpose 
$2,000,000 bas been appropriated, of 
which this State will receive about 
$270,000. 

Joint camps of instruction, in which 
National Guardsmen and “regulars” 
will take part in the maneuvers and 
practice marches, are also provided for 
in the bill. These encampments will 
give the citizen soldier a chance to.

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. 


Systematic Fight to Be Made Against 
the Codlin Moth, That Arch Enemy of 
Fruit Culture. 

[SPFCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) . 

BERKELEY, Jan. 21.—The codling 
moth, the chief existing threat to the | 
fruit industry of the Pacific Coast, is | 
to be fought systematically by the 
agricultural department of the Univer- i 
sity of California. The best time of | 
the year for preventive measures dif- 
fers widely in various parts of Califor- 
nia, becanse of the great diversity of 
climate, and can be determined only 
by special observations in each region. | 
The fruit growers of California will be | 
asked to cohperate in the university's. 
experiments by recording the results 
of their observations. | 

The fight against the codling moth 
will be begun in the neighborhood of 
Watsonville. Three thousand breeding 
cages—small vials filled with the co- 
coons of the moth and closed with 
wire gauze—will be distributed among 
orchardists. The fruit growers will 
fasten the breeding cages in the 
crotches of fruit trees and watch them 
daily in order to determine the time of 
hatching under natural conditions. 
The results will be reported in accord- 
ance with detailed directions supplied 
by the university. 

Means of suppression of the codling 
moth, will be considered next week at 
a meeting in Spokane, Wash., of the 
entomologists of the Pacific Slope. The 
university will be represented there by 
Prof. C. W. Woodworth of the en- 
tomological department. 

The uhiversity herd, which fs being 
formed for the feeds of the daity 
school, is to contain representatives of 
the leading breeds. A number of} 


Ayrshires are pastured on the eastern 
slopes of the Berkeley campus. E. W. 
Major, who is in charge of the dairy 
department, is to go next week to Ore- 
gon to select thoroughbred Guernsey 
cattle. 

Tests of California timbers, to deter- 
mine their character, strength and 

t uses, will be undertaken by the 
United States Bureau of Forestry in 
the civil-éngineering laboratory of the 
university. Dr. W. K. Hutt has been 
detailed by the United States to spend 
the next few months at Berkeley in 
these investigations. | 

The students of chemistry, through 
their new chemical society, have ar- 
ranged with the managers of a num- 
ber of large chemical plants In San 
Francisco and along the shores of San 
Francisco Bay to visit their factories 
and make a thorough study of meth- 
ods employed in practical manutae- 
turing. 

The students of mining—they are no 
less than 20 per cent. of all the men 
in the colleges at Berkeley—will re- 
ceive their training in rock drilling 


and blasting at a quarry near Berke- 


ley, under the instruction of E. B. 
Willoughby, a practical miner who has 
had twenty years of experience below 
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ground in many different mines, and 
who is now permanently attached to 
the university as helper in the mining 
laboratory. Every mining student is 


required to spend one summer vacation 


at the university’s summer surveying 
school, in camp at a spot favorable for 
daily practical work, and another 
summer in work below ground in a 
mine. Many of the mining students 
graduate only after having had con- 


siderable practical experience.

‘Phe explanation given 
for the high prices for memberships 
or Stock Exchange seats, is because 
there is a demand larger than the sup- 
ply. These seats are like any rare 
Jewel of which there is a Umited num. 
ber in existence. The membership has 
never been watered.“ to use a stock- 
market phrase, and only so many can 
be had. It would not be any more of 
a surprise to see these seats advance 
to $100,000 in the next decade than it

He 
is a man who will buy in times of 
great depression and moderately pyra- 
mid his ventures until confidence of 
the market is fully established by the 
public. Then he will distribute grad- 
ually or wholly on the day sof marked 
advance. These,” he said, are the 
qualities that make a successful bull. 
It is a well-understood fact that good 
investment securities as well as the 
large mass of speculative stocks cre- 
ated by recent combinations, are in the 
hands of large bankers, capitalists and

A NOTED PHYSICIAN'S SEVERE 
ARRAIGNMENT. 


—-—- 


Says the Devotee of College Athletics 
is Doomed te Premature Death—His 
Moral and Intellectual Tone are also 
Lowered.

IOWA CITY (fowa) Jan. 31.—Dr. 
James G. Gilchrist, professor of sur- 
gery and secretary of the faculty of 
the college of homeopathic medicine of 
the University of Iowa, made a sweep- 
ing indictment of the present forms of 
college amateur athietics in America 
at the meeting of the Baconian So- 
ciety, a research association of the 
unl ty professors, today. Dr. 
Gilchrist 1 the chief operating sur- 
geon of the homeopathic hospital and 
is an M.A. and M.D., of the University 


| of Pennsylvania. He has been at Iowa 


since 1382. — 

“The devotee of college athletics,“ 
says Dr. Gilchrist, “is doomed to a pre- 
mature death; he must fall behind in 
his studies or else work under such a 
strain that mental as well as physical 
ruin is imminent, his own moral char- 
acter, as well as that of his associates 
must suffer, the moral and intellectual 
tone of his college must be lowered or 
at least seriously imperiled’ by col- 
lege athietics. 

Dr. Glichrist holds the present col- 
lege athletics not amateur on account 


of training for the events, coaches and 
the charging of admission fees to the 
es.

Intellectually, Dr. Gilchrist holds 
training detrimental. It puts the man 
‘under the absolute, severe, unvarying 
rule of training. The evénings which 
should be given to recreation are re- 
‘quired for study which a tired body 
forbids being very productive. 

In the matter of receiving gate 
money, Dr., Giichrist says: “It is pro- 
fessional to receive pay in any manner 
for indtvidual service; it is amateur- 
ism if an organized body does 80. 
Would a pure amateurism yield a sea- 
Can a purely 
amateur organization get into debt 
for $5000?" 

From the standpoint of morals, even 
the coeds are held to be seriously 
damaged by athleticism. Says Dr. 
Gilchrist: We not only notice a se- 
rious moral decadence in the athlete 
himself, but to an even greater degree 
in the whole student body, or a suffi- 
clent number to give character to the 
whole. Thye graduaily acquire a care- 
less dress, slangy and vulgar speech, 
and coarseness of marners. This is bad 
enough in the case of young men, but 
when, as in coeducational colleges, the 
young women show similar character- 
istics, the aspect is deplorable. I have

fectly satisfactory if the spirit of com- 
Let us 


all kinds, but let it be purely amateur; 
no striving for records, no contests 
with other colleges, no exhibitions 
no striving to excel in feats that none 
but a professional acrobat could ever 
find useful. And above all else, no 
trainer, no coach. This is not, utopian, 
it is not a dream of the unattainable. 
Encourage every man d woman in 
the college, teacher and student, to 
take such exercise as his body needs, 
and in such a way that does not fit 
him for the pursuit of the object ich 
made him a student. 

In the suggestions made as to the 
rational system of college athletics, “a 
gymnasium is the first essential. But 
many of the present gymnasiums con- 
tain unnecessary and undesirable ap- 
paratus, as it leads to feats of compe- 
tition and acrobatic performances that 
are physically hurtful, even danger- 
ous. There must be a thoroughly com- 
petent physical director who has had 
a medical training, especially along 
physiological lines; he must enjoy the 
authority and rank of a professor or 
head of department and must teach 
physical culture in a nure sense, the 
methods of preservation of the physi- 
In the 
schedule of work, the element of pleas- 
ure must be recognized. All students 
must take the work, each must be 
carefully studied and examined and 
given appropriate work.

BRYOND THE B

HEN the news was brought 
to me, Jasper Mathieson, that I 
had inherited a geodly sum from 
Mise Rebecca Ainsworth, I could not 
help breathing a sigh of relief. Death 
had at last my tongue, enabling 
me to make public the facts concern- 
ar a mystery of years long gone.

Rapping 
two or three times and receiving no 
reply, she opened the door, and was 
so alarmed at what she saw that she 
uttered the cry which startled the 
servants. 

Mr. Ainsworth had been stabbed by 
a dagger, one of a set of oriental 
weapons he had collected while on a 
tour of the East. The murderer must 
have been in the 8 to have ob- 
tained it, and to the library we ac- 
cordingly went. 

It was a high oak paneled chamber, 
only called a library by courtesy. 
There were a few books in evidence, 
but most of the space was filled with 
wonderful and curious objects. On a 
small table in an alcove were several 
skulls labeled and ticketed, marking 
every stage in evolution, from the 
cranium of a Patagonian to that of a 
famous scholar.

could not repress a shudder while gas- 
ing on this silent statue. 

Miss Ainsworth informed me that 
it was not realy a statue as I 
supposed, but a petrified man, the 
body of an old Hindo fakir, unearthed 
by her brother while engaged on some 
excavations m India. The antiqua- 
rian had told her that he had smug- 
glied-it out of the country, as the na- 
tives venerated it as a god, and had 
threatened his life if he disturbed it. 

Wilkie Collins’s story of The Moon- 
stone” flashed into my mind as I 
heard this. At once I formed the 
theory that possibly some supersti- 
tious Hindu had murdered the anti- 
quarian, the object being to recover 
the petrified man and take him back 
to India. 

An interesting piece of information 
was volunteered by Miss Ainsworth, 
who told me that about 8 o’clock the 
morning after the murder she had 
entered the library, and had observed 
a smear of Mood on the mouth of the 
image. Neither of the two windows 
in the library had been found open, 
and the door was shut as usual. 

At Miss Ainsworth’s solicitation I 
consented to sleep in the house. After 
dinner in the evening I made my way 
to the library, where I enjoyed a Per- 
fecto and spent two hours examining 
the curios. 

I was about to go my room when 
I was startled by hearing a low, hiss- 
Ing noise, like a long-drawn sigh. The 
sound seemed to come from the image, 
and I at once conceived the idea that 
this was hollow and that a man might 
be hidden in it.

The thought 
of a secret entrance into the room then 
occurred to me, and I tapped all over 
the paneling, but everything sounded 
true.

EXICAN NEWS FAKES 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES} 

NOGALES (Arts.) Feb. 5.—If ever a 
bit of startling news comes out of So- 
nora the public can safely depend upon 
the arrival next day of an emphatic 
denial. The suspicious feature of most 
of the so-called news emanating from 
the sister republic is that it is usually 
telegraphed from points well within the 
_ border of the United States. It is prob- 
able that the Mexican government 
would attempt summary measures oth- 
erwise, on the ground that newspaper 
lies are inimical to the maintenance of 
good order. Yaqui rebellions have 
broken out afresh, according to the 
veracious correspondents: Details have 
circumstantially come of the disposition 
of the Mexican troops, and of outrages 


great and small by the Yaquis. Per- 
fact that Gen. Luis Torres has returned

Without some- 
thing of this kind no one could live 
down in this place. 

One might be tempted to think of 
these spacious new vaults as corncribs, 
provided by some rich and eccentric 
farmer. Between the upright bars of 
steel have been fastened heavy wire 
screens. The doors to the cells“ are 
divided like the familiar half-doors fi 
a barn. The matter is explained thus: 

Each one of these separate cells is 
long enough to allow us to lay side 
by side eight sacks of silver. We pile 
them in as high as the top of this low- 
er door (about six feet from the floor.)

assay office, where, in heavy ingots. 
of silver and neat bars of gold, are 
stored $40,000,000 of the world’s treas- 
ure. This sum varies from day to 
day, as the supply and demand vary. 
From every conceivable source gold 
and silver are brought to thie office, 
where they are assayed free of charge 
and full value paid. One will come 
bearing gold-filled teeth, another will 
bring plate, another loving cups, an- 
other Spanish doubloons or pieces of 
eight. It matters not the office what 
shape the metal has, nor what its 
value. Ten millions are received as 
coolly as five hundred. But one must 
bring at least $100 worth to tempt 
them. 

The first process on the way from 
spoons or rings to bars is the weigh- 
ing in bulk as the material comes in. 
This is done by two different weigh- 
ers, whose results must tally. The 
receipt is then prepared, stating that 
so much material, alleged to be gold” 
or “alleged to be silver,” has been 
taken in the office. 

After being weighed a small t of 
the metal is put into crucibl and 
put through a melting process. Quar- 
ter-ounce bits of the fused metal are 
cut from the bars, and these, in turn, 
are cut into half a dozen bits that are 
assayed independently by different 
workmen. One of these tiny fragments 
has the following history: 

Into a cupel made of bone ash the 
tiny, rolled-up fragment ts placed, then 
put into a furnace where the heat is 
intense. The bone ash absorbs the al- 
loys—supposing gold is treated—leav- 
ing a bead of pure gold and silver at 
the bottom of the cupel. This is then 
boiled in nitric acid, which dissolves 
the silver, and the gold is precipitated 
to the bottom. This is taken out and 
weighed, on a balance so delicately 
adjusted that the lightest breath of 
air affects it, and the result compared 
with the weight of the original sam- 
ple. In this way the proportion of 
gold and silver is ascertained with ac- 
curacy. Each of the half-dozen as- 
sayists must get the same result, how- 
ever, or the whole process must be re- 
peated. 
English sovereigns are the purest 
metal that the assay office has to 
treat, and Seuth American ore con- 
tains, perhaps, the largest amount of 


alloy. From the ordinary mine ore 
averages from $17 to §20 an ounce. 


After the sample assaying, the ma- 


— 


terial in bulk is sent to the reduction 
plant, in the building back of the as- 
say office. On the top floor of this 
building the melting pots are placed. 
From the pots the melted material is 
thrown into cold water, where it is 
broken into fragments, the “ corn“ 
stage. A bath of diluted sulphuric 
acid comes next, when the silver and 
copper are dissolved, and the gold pre- 
cipitated to the bottom. 

The solution drawn off, the gold is 
shoveled into lead-lined boxes and 
washed. In this process,

All of this most interesting process 
by far the most interesting of all in 
the production of gold—may be ob- 
served by anyone who takes the 
trouble to go down to Wall street.

CALP massage 1 comparatively 
a new process and one which 
results in almost marvelous 
benefit to the hair. 

When the hair falls out, when 
it loses fte gloss. splits at the ends or 
deciines to grow, there is always some- 
thing amiss with the skin of the scalp. 

When a normal circulatiop is restored 
the hair ceases to fall out, quickly re-

The hair of one patient in particular 
would almost stand on end a few hours 
before an attack. 


Every one knows what happens to the 


patient's hair after a fever or long i- 


ness, 

It stands to reason that if the hair 
falls out, or splits, or grows dull looking, 
it is improperly nourished. 

Nature supplies all the nutrition the 
hair requires when the scalp is healthy. 

When the circulation of the skin of 
the scalp is perfect the hair thrives. 

But rarely in our day is the scalp of 
man or woman in a normal condition 
unless it receives perfect care. 

Tonics and lotions are useful in a 
way, but no tonic can take the place of 
massage in restoring the imperfect cir- 
‘culation of blood in the scalp skin, 
whereas scalp massage without other 
treatment will frequently arrest falling 
hair and induce a new growth. 

The great drawback to this treatment 
has been its cost. 

Where one can afford it, by all means 
get « skilled scalp masseuse to give you 
treatment. But one car give oneself 
a more or less satisfactory treatment by 
following the directions I shall give. 

In the first place, the head should be 
clean and should be kept clean by at 
least a weekly shampoo. 

The hair requires ventilation and 
cleanliness. Don't let any one presume 
to tell you that the olly scalp and hair 
constantly exposed to dust and foreign 
matter can be kept clean and healthy 
thout washing.

The movement is again rotary. and is 
continuous to the base of the neck, and 
repeated from the temples to the base of 
the neck behind the ears. 

Care must be taken in giving scalp 
massage not to use too much force, as 
heroic manipulations will result in 
bruises, entirely undoing all the good 
effect.

DIGGING NEW WATERWAYS.

In the Islands of Zeeland. 


Have you ever heard of Zeeland? It is the south- 
eastern province of Holland, consisting of nine islands 


lying in the mouths of the Scheldt and the Maas, formed 
by the silt brought down by these rivers. The most of 
the province is below sea level, being protected against 
the ocean by mighty dykes. It was through this pro- 
vince that I came from Antwerp to Rotterdam on the 
little steamboat Telegraf III. 

As I rode down the Scheldt I passed the Kroonland 
of our own American line moving up with a cargo from 
New York for Antwerp, and a little later on came in 
sight of the dykes. Near the Dutch boundary the river: 
is walled with stone held between piles. We rode high 
above the rest of the country, and could see the roofs 
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Horse Power, Man Power and Steam.

Leaving the South Beveland canal we entered the 
Ooster Scheldt, a sort of branch of the sea, and then 
went on between the islands of Duiveland and Tholen 
into the Maas canal. The waters of the Ooster Scheidt are 
wide and spotted with islands. We passed many sailing 
craft and now and then went by a tug towing great 
barges. With the glass we could see schools of black 
seals on the sand flats, and farther back hundreds of 


Holstein cattle lying out in the sun. 
Wo. entered the Hollandische Diep and thea the canals 
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lage houses which were apparently laoking over the 
dykes and watching us go by. 

The Dutch canals are almost as thickly populated ab 
the waterways of China. Every barge we passed had its 
family upon it, an evidence of the thousands of Dutch 
families which live and die upon boats. Babies are born 
upon them, and-many have no other homes. We fre- 


quently saw children trotting up and down the roofs of 


the barges within six inches of drowning, and now and 
then a little one tied with a rone to the mast. On 
many of the boats the women were cooking; on some 
they were hanging out the washing, and on one a little 
Dutch girl held up her doll baby and laughed as we 
went by. 

Every village along the canal had its own boats tied 
to the banks, and the larger towns were cut up by 
canals so that boats from the main canals could be 
taken into them by means of locks. 

We stopped for a time at Dordrecht, which in the Mid- 
dle Ages was one of the richest of all the Dutch cities. 
It had palaces aj that time, and its buildings now are 
medieval and quaint to an extreme. Just below the 
city there is a lumber yard at which barges of Amer- 
ican lumber were unloading. I noted the name of the 
firm. It was Dubbledam, an evidence that the lumber 
men of Holland can compete in profanity with our men 
at home. 

In many places along these canals there were dredges 
at work, and here and there we saw the officers of the 
Waterstaat superintending the building of new embank- 
ments. The canals are almost everywhere walled with 
stones, the size of your two fists, and as I looked at 
them the enormous work that lt must have taken ft 
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canals there are Lundreds of them. They spot the 

and you see them on the edge of the towns, where 
grind flour, saw lumber and do all sorts of things. They 
give a great charm to the landscape. They look so 
alive that I don’t wonder that Don Quixote took one 
for a giant and wanted to fight him. These mills are 
all old, and it must have cost many millions of dollars 
to build them. Their day, however, is past, and but few 
news ones are building. The gas engine and the steam 
engine have taken their places, and we may yet have a 
Holland without windmills. 

Holland has made its ship canals pay well. Amster- 
dam has the North Sea Canal, which is about fifteen 
miles long; running across the country from Amsterdam 
to the ocean. It is thirty feet deep and has two enor- 
mous locks which protect it from the North Sea at 
high tide. I took a ride along it a week ago and in- 
spected the breakwaters at its entrance. The work is 
well done, but the locks do not conipare with those of 
the Sault Ste. Marie between Lake Superior and Lake 
Huron. The canal cost about $16,000,000, of which one- 
fourth was paid by the sale of the reclaimed land, which 
brought an average price of almost $500 an acre. 
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This town of Rotterdam is a city of canals and canal- 
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permits the largest of ocean ships to come into Rotter- 
dam, the connections with the Rhine and other 
of Europe are such that this city has become one 
chief ports on the continent. It is one of our 
principal gateways for Northern Europe, surpassing 
Antwerp in its importations of American products. Ant- 
werp, as far as the figures go, has the greater tonnage, 
but much of its tonnage is made up of ships which 
merely touch there, while that of Rotterdam is composed 
of ships which take on and discharge cargo. Rotter- 
dam has about haif as much shipping as Hamburg and 
about one-third that of Liverpool or London. The ship- 
ping is steadily increasing, and it now comprises lines 
to all parts of the world. In 1900 there were about 600 
ships from the United States. This is not one-tenth 
of the whole number that came here, but they carried 
almost one-third of the cargo of that year. The chief 
of these ships are those of the Holland-American line, 
which go from Rotterdam direct to New York, and 
have been doing so since 1900. These ships are frst- 
class passenger steamers, some of them being 12,000 
tons and over. 

Rotterdam is our gate to the Rhine and to the enor- 
mous country tributary to it. Our goods are here trans- 
shipped into the huge barges, from 200 to 200 feet long, in 
which they are carried up the Rhine. The river freights 
are exceedingly low and the Rhine trade fs enormous. 
About one-half of all the goods that come into Holland 
go through Rotterdam up the Rhine to different parts 
of Germany, Switzerland and France, the number of 
river ships and boats which carry them Being something 
Mke 110,000 annually. There are canals connecting the 
Rhine with the Seine and the Elbe. The barges go as 
far north as Basel and some of them are taken up the 
Main to the Danube, so that Rotterdam is actually the 
center point of a network of waterways which embraces 
almost all Central Europe. 8 


How Nocterdam Booms. 


The increase of the Rhine trade has given Rotterdam 
great prosperity. It had about 200,000 people in 1890. 
It now has almost 350,000, and it is growing like a 
green bay tree. It is steadily increasing its shipping 
facilities. It has built a new harbor, which is over a 
mile long and 1000 fect wide, ang has another harbor 
fm course of construction which will be 2000 feet long, 
1000 feet wide and twenty-six feet deep. When the 
present improvements are completed Rotterdam will 
have twenty-five miles of quays. It has already over 
twenty miles and more than thirty-two acres of sheds 
and warehouses for its ocean shipping. This all belongs 
to the municipality. The city has put up eighty steel 
cranes which will lift from 1500 to 6600 pounds each, 
and it has hydraulic coal lifts which will move 200 tons 
of coal per hour at a cost of four cents per ton. In 
every respect the shipping facilities are of the best. 
Big Canal Schemes. a 


I am surprised at the work the Europeans are doing 

. im making canals. I have been pretty well over the 

continent within the past few years. Nearly every 
country is improving its waterways. Russia is planning 
@ canal from St. Petersburg and the Baltic to the Black 
Bea, which will be thirty feet deep and able to accom- 
modate the largest of the ocean steamers. The canal 
system will probably be extended eventually to the 
Northern ocean, so that the whole country will be acces- 
sible by water. The chief rivers of Russia are already 
connected by canals, and it is possible to go from St. 
Petersburg to the Caspian Sea by boat. 

_ Germany has for years been spending an enòrmous 
amount on deepening its rivers and building canals, and 
it has one of the best canal systems in Europe. Goods 
ean be taken from Hamburg to Berlin and almost to the 
sources of the Elbe by boat. There are canals connect- 
ing the Elbe and the Oder, and the canal which 


Dortmund to the North Sea will eventually be extended 
to embrace the Rhine, the Weser and the Elbe. 

The Germans want to standardize their canal system, 
if possible, so that barges carrying a thousand tons can 
be taken to any part of the country. They use wide 
barges on the principle that it is easier to make a wide 
canal than a deep one. : 

At present the canals of Eastern Germany seem to 
be favored over those of the West, the port of Stettin 
complaining that the Prussian government will not give 
it the canal facilities which it needs to compete with 
Hamburg. It is much nearer and naturally more ac- 
cessible to Berlin than any of the ports of the We.t, 
but so far the western ports are getting the trade. 

As it is now Hamburg handles about one-half of al) 
the commerce of Germany, and goods can be shipped 
from there up the Elbe as far as Prague in Bohemia. 

You can go by boat from Rotterdam to the Rhine 
and by canal to Paris. You can also go to Vienna by 
way of the Rhine, the Main and the canals into the 
Danube and thence on to the Black Sea, or you can 
connect by canals with other rivers which will take you 
to almost any part of Northern Europe. Among the 
canals projected are some connecting the Elbe with the 
Danube and also the Oder and the Vistula with that 
river, so that in the future it will be possible to send 
our goods to almost any part of Europe by water.

Traveling in India. 
THE JOURNEY FROM OODEYPORE 
TO AJMERE. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


O ALL such as are meditating taking the journey 
T trom Ajmere to Oodeypore and back, I would say, 
either do not got at all, or pay for a reserved car- 
riage, which, for two people with servant, will cost for 
the return ticket about $30.40, a third more than the 
ordinary first-class ticket. By doing this you will avoid 
changing trains on the way down at three in the morn- 
ing, and on the, way back at twelve when the sun is so 
hot as to make it almost dangerous. Our carriage was 
reserved only for the journey down and consequently 
at 12 o'clock noon we had to have our countless 
packages bundled out on one platform, loaded on the 
heads of many coolies and carried across to the oppo- 
site side of the track, we ourselves making that journey 
in the blazing sun, across a bridge which seemed to have 
endless stairs on both sides. The station was at a white 
heat and we pulled our pith hats down over our necks 
s much as possible and hurried to the compartment 
which we found we could have to ourselves. 

Then came a very hot five hours, with nothing to eat 
except what we had brought in our lunch basket, which 
was only enough to make us long for more. The sta- 
tions for meals being few and far between and very un- 
satisfactory when one reaches them, it is necessary to 
start from Calcutta with a well-stocked basket; in fact, 
if such a thing were possible, a barrel of provisions 
would be a great comfort. Soda water can be had at 
any of the stations and it is only necessary to take bot- 
tles enough to last from one station to another, when 
your will exchange the emvty bottles for full 
ones at four cents each, but at no station nearer than 
Delhi can one get any food. I would stock my barrel 
of provisions with the following tinned things for a 
journey from Bombay to Delhi: One dozen small tins 
of meat; one dozen tins of cherries, peaches and plums; 
one-half a dozen tins of marmalade and damson jam; 
four boxes of biscuit; one glass of lime tablets; one 
bottle of sweet pickles; two bottles of white currants; 
two tin boxes of cakes; one cheese in tin; four tins of 
unsweetened condensed milk; tea, sugar, etc., a large 
box or basket of oranges, apples and limes. 

One could subsist on these things and hardly does 
without them. 


At the Tiffin Station. 


At four o’clock We came into our tiffin station, and 
Abdul, the bearer,-popped his head into the window. 
saying, “Tiffin, sir, twenty minutes, please, sir, thank 
you, sir, and then accompanied us into the station where 
we were seated at a long table packed closely with chairs 
and set for a large number of people, although we were 
the only ones. Then came the usual menu of tough 
fowl, some kind of meat, we knew not what, and cauli- 
flower and very good potatoes, vermicelli pudding and 
apples or sour, green oranges. How the people of India 
dare eat their fruit in so unripe a state I cannot im- 
agine, but I have never yet seen a ripe orange or a 
banana which was not either absolutely green or in a 
state of rottenness. In a room next us four Tommy 
Atkins were seated on top of a table tea and 
smoking pipes, big healthy-looking men, just out from 
home evidently. 

We had had, all day long, one happy event to look 
furward to which had made us patient over the vacuous 
appearance of our lunch basket and also over the hor- 
rors of tiffin, the event of a dinner in a dining-car at. 
8:30. Our ideas of dining-cars were, of course, taken 
from the very elegantly appointed ones of America and 
great was our surprise and amusement when we were 
ushered into what looked like a rather nice horse box, 
whitewashed and with two rows of common small tab- 
lets holding two or four people each: The waiters were, 
of course, natives in white, barefooted and with turbans 
on, which was the badge of the line. The meal was 
much the same as the usual tiffin at the stations, but 
a little more elaborate perhaps. The doors were all 
closed and locked from the outside as we entered and 
there we must stay at least until the next station. We 
found, to our amazement, a goodly company of English 
tourists, one of whom had crossed on the ship with us, 
and who, as dinner progressed, leaned toward us from 
his table and said with a twinkle in his eyes, “This is 
very far from being like the Overland from San Fran- 
cisco, is it not?” .

DOING FOR CUBA.

AVANA (Cuba) Jan. 28.—Estrada Palma is proving 
| himself a stronger man than he was reckoned to be. 
When he took the oath of office it was considered 
that the problem which would be the greatest tax upon 
his executive ability would be the mastery of the finan- 
cial question. He has surprised everybody by the way 
in which he has handled this feature of his administra- 
tion. The little President has an odd personality. He 
does not make a favorable first impression. He is under- 
sized. When he looks at you his left eye winks con- 
Vvulslvely, and when he speaks his remarks are hard to 
follow because he constantly clears his throat. This is 
the result of extreme nervousness. He does not speak 
good English and is never sure of himself. He goes 
slow to gain time. After you see him several times he 
impresses you more faverably. His hobby is the money 
question, and he is as proud of that balance in the 

treasury as a boy of his first pair of red-topped boots. 
Those who know him most intimately claim to be ab- 
solutely sure of his honesty in financial matters. He 
is @ veritable watchdog of the treasury. While it isn’t 
the intention to imply that Gen. Palma is dishonest in 
other matters he has his own peculiar way of doing 
things. For instance when he permitted his photo- 
graph to be taken for The Times, just as everything 
was ready he asked to be excused for a moment, saying 
that he wanted to see a man in the next room. The 
fact that he came back at once with another coat on, and 
without having had time to speak with anyone, revealed 
his actual purpose for wishing to be excused. He has an 
odd way of going at things and you cannot always be 


which he is headed. However, this peculiar kind of 
diplomacy may be just the sort needed to successfully 
cope with the influences with which he has to contend. ‘

It 
was here, it will be remembered, that Alexander Hamil- 
ton, while in his extreme youth, acting as manager of 
one of those lordly estates, the property of a relative, 
found his first useful feld of activity and gave preco- 
cious promise of the masterful gifts which were destined 
to distinguish his remarkable career. | 


Island of St. Croix. 


St. Croix lies lower upon the sea than fhe other isl- 
ands, its highest elevations being much less than those 
of St. Thomas, in particular, which last rise, at one or 
two points, to an altitude of about 1200 feet. Of prob- 
ably greater geological age than its sister isles, the 
processes of nature, through the effect of long erojion, 
have spread wide the lava cast of dissolving volcanic 
crusts and prepared the fertile fields whose virgin acres 
were eagerly siezed upon and laid under tribute by 
the first comers, and even now, in these days of almost 
profitiess production, still continue to glow with the 
rich fruitage of an intensive cultivation. St. John's 
has far more cultivable land in proportion to its size 
than has St. Thomas, but so much greater are the ad- 
vantages offered by St. Croix, in this way, that little 
attention has been paid to these undervalued resources. 
As with the small rural population upon St. Thomas, 
the chief pursuit of the inhabitants of St. John’s has 
always been intercoastal small boat navigation, boat 
building and repairing, and lishing. | 


St. Thomas Island. 


St. Thomas lies scarcely fifteen miles to the 
ward of Culebra, the little island which has lately be- 
come the center of so much interest as the base of this 
winter's important naval maneuvers. The two isles are 
nearly equal in size, and are about as much alike as 
two peas in a pod. They are mere small, rocky keys in 
the chain of the Carib Islands, of which there are many 
such along the course of its semi-circular sweep over

fringes of native grass lands and upon the heights 
by scattered clots of lower-class tropical growth, such 
as certain inferior forms of cacti and some dwarfed 
species of thorn-bearing shrubs, they present little that 
is picturesque or striking, as they rise sullen and color- 
less above the glittering blue plane of the ocean.

Thomas is practically all gathered in its - little city of 
Charlotte Amalia, of 10,000 people, Cattle are bred 
with some success in Culebra, on the limited wild pas- 
ture lands of the lower levels, but the rearing of goats 
seems to have been all that has been attempted in this 
way upon any considerable scale among the arid hill- 
sides of St. Thomas. Both islands are without fresh- 
water rivers or springs, }ut Culebra has one or two 
small sluggish streams of a vile brackish character. In 
both, cisterms are alone depended upon for public and 
private water supply. It is held, however, by competent 
judges that fresh water exists plentifully at certain 
depths, and that a sufficient quantity to solve all prob- 
lems could be reached through the medium of drive 
wells. So far, no effort in this direction has ever been 
made. That such will be undertaken at any time in 
the future for purposes of agricultural irrigation, in 
view of the sparseness and paucity of the soil, is not 
among the probabilities. 0

South Africa Today. 
CONDITIONS FOUND BY A BRITISH 
CORRESPONDENT. 


From the London Post. 


EFORE leaving Cape Town I wandered throvrh the 

lovely scenery ef the Cape Peninsula, now glowing 

with a wonderful profusion of beautiful wild flowers 
—a veritable paradise from the mountain tops down 
to the white sands on which break the great rollers of 
the. South Atlantic, a rich land over which are scattered 
pleasant Dutch farmhouses, orchards and vineyards, 
and where only a few deserted blockhouses here and 
there recall to one’s mind the recent war. But amid 
these peaceful landscapes, as I discovered on revisiting 
some of my old friends, British and Dutch, on their 
farms, much treason simmered while bitter disappoint- 
ment and resentment rankled in the souls of a large 
section of the loyalists here as elsewhere in this un- 
happy colony. 


“Exclusive Dealing.“ 


In Cape Town itself the boycotting of loyalists is ap- 
parently not being carried on to any serious extent, 
though the “exclusive dealing” conspiracy is gradually 
making way there, and merchants, whose sons fought on 
our side, are losing their Dutch business. But one has 
not to go far outside the city in any direction to find 
the oppressive system in full force. As an example, 1 
will give an account of some of the cases of boycotting, 
fully verified, which occurred in the Malmesbury dis- 
trict, within fifty miles of Cape Town, gone of the richest 
corn and wine-producing districts in the colony. From 
all sources comes the same story. In the two conquered 
republics the Boers who fought bravely against us are 
far less bitter and more ready to be friendly with their 
British neighbors than the Cabe Dutchmen, especially 
those who dwell in districts which the war never 
reached, who are rebels at heart, and who had not the 
courage to take up arms against us, but now employ 
the boycott—the mean weapon of the cowardly. 

The following cases tend to show how little concilia- 
tory spirit is displayed by the Dutch in the immediate 
neighborhood Lot Cape Town itself. The solitary two loyal 

‘Dutchmen in one village of this district, who had joined 
the Town Guard, were absolutely boycotted. No Dutch- 
man would buy from them nor sell to them; they were 
treated with the greatest indignity: men kicked them 

and women spat at them whenever they showed them- 
selves in the street. The persistent persecution com- 
pelled them in the end to leave the district. In another 
place a Dutch doctor was boycotted because he had 
joined a volunteer medical corps and tended the British 
wounded during the war. His practice has fallen in 


value from £1200 to £300 pounds per annum, all his 


Dutch patients deserting him. Another doctor had 
started practic? in a village at the invitation of a com- 
mittee of farmers who guaranteed him an income of 
£300 a year, and, as he was a poor man, they furnished 
a house for him. He, too, offered his services as sur- 
geon to the British during the war, with the result that 
the farmers have withdrawn their guarantee, and by 
complicity with the vender of the furniture, who main- 
tained that he had not yet received payment for it, they 
had it seized and sold. His income has dwindled to £40 
a year, and he and his family are in a half-starving 
condition. Neither are the women spared. A Dutch- 
man, for example, in this district who had served the 
British in some capacity, found on his return that his 
wife while ill had been turned out of her lodgings into 


_. the street and no Dutch people would take her in. Still 


further west the loyal farmers, especially if they be 


Dutch, are being severely boycotted. Stock speculators 


will not deal with them. When loyalists are trekking, 
the disloyal farmers refuse to allow them to water their 
cattle unless they pay exorbitant blackmail, and in some 
cases their forage has been burned by their malignant 
neighbors. 


Goldiers Who Died the Soldier’s Death. 


On the night of the tenth of age I left Cape Town 
for Colesberg, which is 600 miles distant, the railway 
journey occupying two nights and a day. Throughout 
the Iith the train traversed the dreary wastes of the 
Karroo, with its Soudan-like landscapes, and when we 
had passed Beaufort West and were crossing the re- 
gions where so much fighting was done during the Boer 
invasions and the guerrilla raids the signs of the pro- 
longed conflict became visible on every side. 

At frequent intervals one saw, perched on rocky emi- 
mences, the often picturesque little blockhouses, of 
varied architecture, linked one with the other by in- 
numerable sangas and earthworks and hundreds of 
Miles of barbed wire. Here and there, too, by the side 
of the line were the little graves topped by wooden 
crosses, where the British soldiers lie who died the 


goldier’s death. From Colesberg Junction a short 


branch line takes one to within a mile of the town. 
Colesberg, which is about fifteen miles from the Orange 
River, is a little town containing less than two thousand 
inhabitants, the large majority of whom are Dutch, 
and were rebels almost to a man, woman and caild 
during hostilities. Lying as it does in a stony hollow 
closely hemmed in on all sides by steep rocky kopjes, 
it is one of the hottest places of the colory. It is a 
clean-looking little place, and as there is a good water 
supply the streets are lined with shady ‘rees after the 
Dutch fashion, and very grateful to the eye are the 
masses of green foliage as one comes in from the now 
burnt-up vel4t. 

Colesberg is one of the birthplaces of Paul Kruger 
for other townships also claim him—and here the peo- 
ple show you the house in which he was born. As a 
matter of fact there was no town here at the time of 
his birth, but he was probably born somewhere in this 

-district while his family were trekking. It is a typical 
township of the veldt, with a few hotels and stores, a 
Dutch and an English church, while outside is the rag- 
ged native village. Colesberg is in the center of a rich 
cattle and sheep farming country, and this is perhaps 


* 
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we greatest horse- breeding district in the colony. The 
wagon road to the Orange River Colony passes through 
the town, and crosses the river by a fine bridge, the 
construction of which cost the colony £100,000. It was 
blown up during the war, and wagons hare now to 
cross the stream by the Bethulie bridge. 


Grave-strewn Battlefields. 


Colesberg, like other Dutch townships, is fast asleep 
In the afternoon, the entire population taking siesta; 
the doors and shutters are closed, and the place looks 
like a city of the dead. But it was morning when I 
drove in, and the town presented quite a lively appear- 
ance, for there was to be a great sale of cattle. Under 
the glaring sunshine the ox wagons, with their great 
teams, slowly passed through the dusty streets, lowing 
cattle were being driven in for sale, mounted farmers 
rode in in numbers, and a solemn black boy, who holds 
the post of town crier, was going to and fro, ringing bis 
bell and exhibiting a placard which announced in Dutch 
and English that an important general auction was being 
held in the main street. I attended the auction later on. 
A motley collection of second-hand furniture, crockery 
and other household goods, saddlery and agricultural 
‘Implements were being put up for sale, and the crowd 


around that bid and bought was chiefly composed, as 1 


discovered afterward, of ex-rebels who had taken up 
arms against us, some of them having just completed 
their terms of imprisonment. 

It will be remembered that this neighborhood was the 
scene of repeated fighting during the war, and Colesberg 
is surrounded by grave-strewn battlefields and the 
monuments raised to our dead. The Colesberg operations 
are very clearly explained in Sir A. Conan Doyle’s book. 
Colesberg was for many months occupied by the Boer 
invaders from the Free State, and I may mention that 
they behaved extremely well, respecting the property 
of the British, and paying in gold for everything they 
took, even on the last day of their occupation, when 
they were retiring before the British general advance. 
The people who behaved badly there were not the in- 
vaders, but the Dutch townspeople, our own fellow sub- 
jects. It is they who looted the houses of some ‘of the 
wealthier British, and it is shrewdly suspected that a 
general domiciliary visit would result in the discovery 
of much of the furniture and household treasures of the 
loyalists in the dwellings of their neighbors. 

It was the Colesberg people, too, not the invaders, who 
grossly insulted and gloated over the few British who 
remained in the town. British inhabitants have told me 
how the Dutch women would stop them in the streets to 
tell them that the gutters would soon be running red 
with British blood, and how they clapped their hands 
and laughed with joy when the wounded and dying 
soldiers were being carried in by the Boers. Bitter 
bread had the British to eat then, and lo! it is not much 
better now. The rebels swagger about as if they were 
the conquerors! Those who were on commando are the 
petted heroes of the town. Some of these rebels, in- 
stead of having suffered punishmient, have under the 
new Gilbertian topsy-turvey way of treating treason, 
apparently come out of it rather better off than they 
were before the war. The ignorant Dutch farmers ser- 
iously believe that we were beaten by the Boers, and 
that the repatriation and compensation funds represent 
the indemnity that we are paying to the victors. The 
illiterate farmer in the colony, it must be remembered, 
knows nothing of what has transpired in the Transvaal, 
and all his opinions are made for him by those whose 
object it is to deceive him and poison his mind against 
us. „ 


Bitter Race Feeling. 


„Let bygones be bygones, let us all be friends,” chirp 
the Bond newspapers, by which they mean let the British 
blindly trust the Dutch and make further generous con- 
éessions, while the Dutch take all they can get and nurse 
their hatred. For what signs are there of any con- 
ciliatory disposition on the part of the Cape Dutch? 
Does it not rather appear that their leaders and the 
Dutch Reformed Church are deliberately bent on keep- 
ing alive the bitter race feeling? A short time since a 
bazaar for the bencfit of the widows and children of 
Dutchmen killed in the war was held in a township in 
this part of the colony under the auspices of the Dutck 
Reformed Church. I am informed on excellent author- 
ity that one of the chief attractions was a sort of peep- 
show. You paid your money, and looking through the 
contrivance you beheld an instructive tableau. 

A Dutch lad, the son of one of the leading men here, 
lay on the ground dressed in British officer’s uniform, 
disheveled, his attire disordered, the boy simulating a 
hoggish condition of intoxication. Such was the object 
lesson provided by the Dutch Reformed Church for the 
growing generation, lest it should forget its contempt 
and its deep hate. At the present moment in Colesberg, 
if a Dutch lady were seen speaking to any of her former 
British acquaintances she would probably be “cut” by 
all her Dutch friends. The conciliatory measures that 
are being adopted make the disloyal hate us none the 
less and despise us the more, while they are forfeiting for 
us the loyalty of numbers of the British and Dutch who 
fought on our side. Here as elsewhere in the colony 
one hears of the constantly-growing boycotting. The 
Dutch in Colesberg itself will not buy at the British 
stores what they can get elsewhere. In places where 
there are no Dutch stores these are being established. 
know one condemned rebel who had no means of his 
own, but who yet, as soon as he was released from 
jail, set up a store that must have needed considerable 
capital, and drew all the Dutch trade from the old-es- 
tablished British house. It is curious 
rebels who were once poor appear now to well pro- 
vided with funds. It looks much as if there is some

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are sturdy colonists, the manllest of our stock —not the 


men to de angry without good reason. The feeling is 
the result of years of petty irritations. It is almost im- 
possible for the home-staying Englishman to understand 
it at all, but he would feel like these men had he lived 
here awhile before the war‘surrounded by the Cape 
Dutch. A typical colonial put the case to me in the 
following way: 
„Before the war we were under; the Dutch literally 
and figuratively were ever casting Majuba in our teeth; 
they despised us as an inferior race; they boycotted 
us. Then came the war. We took up arms for the flag 
and for our own salvation. Some of us are ruined; all 
have suffered great losses, for which we can never hope 
to be compensated. But that is nothing to us. We were 
glad to make the sacrifice provided we won the day. 
The British arms proved victorious, and we thought 
that our time had come at last, that instead of being 
under we Should be on the top. But what has hap- 
pened? Great Britain, instead of frankly recognizing 
that this was a rebel colony, and throwing it into the 
crucible with the two Boer States, has left the gov- 
ernment of the land to the Cape Parliament, to men 
elected by disfranchised rebels.. Those we fought and 
conquered are on the top of us as before; we are under 
the Bond. The Cape gofernment is doing all it can 
to favor its friends at our expense. Treason is con- 
doned, and a premium is placed on it. The imperial 
government refused.to grant compensation to rebels; 
but the first stép of thie Cape Parliament at its last 
session was to vote compensation to those who have 
been so lightly punished. The rebels round us now 
again, as before the war, laugh at us and triumph over 
us. That we took up arms for British supremacy is a 
mark against us with our own government: we are 
snubbed and ridicaied for our pains. For what did we 
fight?” 


British and Dutch. 


Thus was it put to me, and it may be an exagger- 
ated representation of the situation; for in his pro- 
found mistrust of the Bond and all its works the loyalist 
is apt to think he sees Its finger everywhere, and to 
lay to its charge evils for which it is in no wise re- 
sponsible. But under all this lies the fully-justified 
dread of Bond supremacy. The loyalists understand 
what that means—the arrest of progress; reaction; the 
keeping of the Dutch people in a state of ignorance; 
lest with eyes opened by éducation they should cease to 
follow those who now mislead them; the exclusion of 
the British from all political influence; the boycotting 
of them until they are compelled either to abandon 
the country or in despair to throw in their lot with 
the Dutch, join the Bond, and accept its harrow doc- 
trines and policy. There are many good people at home 
who do not like the sound of the term British suprem- 
acy. They should bear in mind that for some time 
to come the two races will not work together in the 
Cape Colony in the pleasant Utopian fashion some of 
our politicians have pictured to themselves. Of the two 
great political parties here one is practically éxclu- 
sively British, the other as exclusvely Dutch. Con- 
sequently, whether we like it or not, the result of the 
general election must be that one of the tevo races will 
attain the political ascendancy. Either the British or 
the Dutch must be on the top,” and of the two it will 
be undoubtedly for the good of the country if the 
British be on top. British supremacy signifies justice 
for all, progress, and the spread of education: It is 
foolish to close one’s eyes to the facts: it is as poss'ble 
for oil to mix with water as for the British party here 
to work in concert with the Bond. Those who desire 
to see the reconciliation of the two races should pray 
for a long period of British political ascendancy in 
South Africa, which will make the Bond realize that its 
maneuvers have failed. and that it can never again 
hope to attain its power. When the Bond, having no 
further justification for its existence, ceases to be, then, 
indeed, will the true reconciliation be made possible, 
and we can hope to see old differences forgotten, the 
amalgamation of the two races for which Cecil Rhodes 
strove gradually taking place, and concord at last 
reigning in South Africa. 


The Compensation Commissioners. 


In the meanwhile, complain the British cdlonists, the 
Cape government pets the ex-rebels and calls it con- 
ciliation, while it Snubs the loyalists. When the gov- 
ernment ordered the disarmament of the Town Guards 
there was a storm of indigination thfoughout the col- 
ony. The men had been expressly promised that they 
would be allowed to keep their rifles after the war, 
and it was their intention to form themselves into 
volunteer corps. In many places the men refused to 
bring in their rifles, and the government, then realizing 
that it could not enforce the unpopular order, wisely 
rescinded it. Accusations of tinfairness are brought 
against the Compensation Commissioners appointed by 
the Cape government, but I doubt if any of the com- 
plaints are well founded. One commissioner, however, 
betrayed his political leanings, for he put the following 
question to a farmer, who was claiming compensation 
for cattle, which had been looted ia his absence: Don't 
you think it was indiscreet of you to leave your farm 
at this time?“ and this though he had already been 
informed that the man belonged to one of our irregular 
corps and was away fighting the Boers. According to 
the act, by the way, rebels receive no compensation 


until all the loyalists’ claims have been settled. It is 


regarded as probable that the fund at the disposal of 
the commissioners will prove inadequate, and the reb- 
els will, after all, get nothing. ‘ 

I am writing this in a farmhouse half-way between 
Colesberg and the Orange River, immediately under 
the Heights of Slingersfontein, where the Worcesters 
fought so gallantly, and immediately facing my window

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Salvation Army Schools. 
ONE HUNDRED AND Firtry GIRLS 
IN TRAINING FOR OFFICERS.

HE Salvation Army has four training schools in 

| this country, one in New York, one in Chicago, 
another in San Francisco, and the fourth in Port- 
land, Or. In these schools it has constantly 150 girls 
who are in training for officers of the army. Those who 


red ribbons on the street, conducting evening meetings 
to the music of tamborine and drum, have no idea of the 
many other things which enter into their lives and of 
the training which they have to go through to learn how 
to accomplish them. 8 1. 

Each school glves only a short vacation in the middle 
of the summer, and late in July the candidates enter for 
the fall term. They live at the school and do all the 
work of the place. The military organization is even 
cafried into the kitchen and dining-room. A sergeant 
oversees the sweeping and dish-washing, and a captain 
looks after the Bible study. 

The training varies between the strictly practical and 
| the deeply religious. Every girl learns to cook and read 
the Bible as the basis of her profession. There is also 
systematic instruction in the doctrine, rules and regu- 
lations, history an methods of the army. . 

The young candidate rises at 6:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and evcry minute of her day is accounted for and 
proceeds with clocklike regularity. 

Practical work begins immediately, along with house- 
work and theoretical study. The very first day of her 
novitiate the candidate will be sent out with an older 
and more experienced soldier. Together they go from 
house to house ip the poorest city districts, asking at 
each door permission to enter. If they find poverty or 
distress, they investigate, report at headquarters and 
administer relief. If not, they ask permission to read 
the Bible and pray. They are frequently refused, but 


are the strictest and most evangelical of Protestants, 
they are not counted as Protestants either by Catholics 
or Jews of the great cities. 

Thus, the “visitation” work is comparatively simple. 
It is nothing to the next duty the little soldier is given. 
Some evening she is sent out with her companion to 
sell the.army’s papers in the saloons. She walks up 
Broadway, perhaps, or down the Bowery, or on streets 
corresponding to these in other cities, entering every 
saloon and offering the paper for sale. This is one of 
the army's sources of income, as the girls frequently 
collect more than the price of the paper. They also 
seize every opportunity to speak to the men that they 
encounter of the “welfare of their souls,” as they put it. 
They meet with a good deal of good-natured chaff, but 
rarely with anything more disagreeable, as their uni- 
forms are their protection. The hardest part of this 
business is always to maintain their dignity: to “keep 
a straight face,“ as one of them who had done slum 
work for years in New York, put it, 

“They'll do everything they can to make you laugh,” 


nothing to do but to get out as soon as you can.” 

In New York the girls go down to Coney Island every 
night in summer, and stay till a late hour, making the 
paper their excuse, but really watching for opportunities 
to speak to foolish yOung girls who seem to be starting 
on a dangerous road. 5 


outlawed houses of the cities, and doing rescue work 
among their inmates, whom they gather in to the army 
rescue homes, Then the candidate must learn to con- 


preach and to pray in public. 
At the end of sixteen months, if her progress proves 
satisfactory, the probationer becomes a_ full-fledged 
officer and is put in command of a corps of her own. 
Here she has charge of all the work described on a 
smaller scale, and in addition she has to collect the 
money to pay for it all, including her own salary of 
$5 a week. Nothing is provided her except her house 
rent. The army has found that the women officers are 
better collectors than the men and bring the greater 
share of its funds into the army coffers. ee : 
The army girls are scattered through every country 
in Europe except Russia and Spain, and they are found 
in remote sections of Asia, Africa and the South Sea 
Islands. Blanche Cox, a beautiful and highly-educated 
young English woman, now an officer in this country, 
walked on foot through India, dressed in the native 
garb, living everywhere among the poorest natives. Not 
long along two women officers had charge of a station 
among the Zulus of interior Africa. One of them died, 
and the other lived for six months without, the sight of a 
white face, until word could be got to the coast and a 
helper sent to her.

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The Dutchman’s Burden. 


A PROBLEM TBAT IS THE DUPLICATE 
OF OURS IN PHILIPPINES. |

T IS odd that no Senate or Congress Investigation 

Committee has perceived the necessity of taking a 

trip through Java, the Pearl of the Orient, and its 
sister island, Sumatra, or at least through such parts 
of the latter island as are in condition to be visited 
without fatal consequences. 

In these possessions of Holland many of the problems 
that face the United States in the Philippines have 
been under process of methodical, if not brilliant, soli- 
tion for almost a century. 

For a century the Dutiman’s burden in Acheen has 
amused itself by flouting his authority and also cutting 
his head off, whenever possible, and smoking it to be 
preserved. Every few months the patient and optimistic 
Hollander announces to an indifferent world that the 
last fight has been fought, and that within a day or two 
thereafter the Dutch troops will enter victoriously into 
the capital of the Acheenese. But somehow one never 
hears of that final victorious arrival, and the suspicion 
is always in the air that what percentage of the Dutch 
troops does at last enter the Acheenese capital, does so 

ein the form of souvenirs of the occasiqn. 

The Acheenese sits in simple ease and with cheerful 
readiness to do murder in his country of Acheen, whica 
lies in the northern end of Sumatra. When the Dutch 


send troops out from Batavia they face about the same 


proposition as if they had to send troops through wild 
and mountainous country from New York to Chicago, 
for that is about the length of Sumatra. 

Beyond the fact that the Acheenese are exceedingly in- 

dustrious in their national profession of killing persons 
who invade them, little is known about them. They do 
not encourage visits, and Acheen is preéminently a 
bourne from which no traveler returns. 
_ Consequently the most accurate and reliable statistics 
that even the statistic-mad Dutchman can produce 
about this brother of our own Tagalogs is that more 
than 10,000 stout Dutch soldiers have departed this life 
and about 100,000,000 stout Dutch dollars have done 
the same, in efforts to make the Acheenese a good 
Dutchman. And the net result is that the Acheenese is 
identically as free, murderous and nativé as he was pe- 
fore the first Dutchman landed on Sumatra. 


The Much-mixed Battaks. 


South of Acheen are several millions of kindly savages 
who are the result of a strange mixture of the blood 
of Malays from the Malay Peninsula, head-hunting 
Dyaks of Borneo and gentle Hindoos. This mixture, 
which is known as Battak, is highly successful in its 
own way. Some of the tribes have the fad of canni- 
-balism. Others have chosen the Dutchman's “square 
face,” and under the soothing influences of his gin and 
his money, they labor in the pepper and tobacco planta- 
tions and are model citizens according to their dim 


As in the Philippines, the dattos, or native chiefs, 
have been, and are, the most serious of the many fac- 


tors in the tangled problem of colonia] empire. 


The Dutchman has treated the datto with placid and 
truly Dutch ponderosity, sitting upon him in state, with 
constant assurances that he is sitting somewhere else 
entirely. 


- So it is that the Javanese is happy in the conviction 


that his holy dattos or kings still rule him. The Em- 


peror” of Surakarta still holds his gorgeous imperial court 
in beautiful Surakarta, whose iandscape looks as if it 
were chiseled cut of iapis lazuli and emerald. The 
twenty-one other kings and princes and dattos have their 
grand palaces and their dancers and their ministers. 
Their people and their officials still crawl toward them 
on hands and knees. 

So careful is the placid Dutchman not to hurt the 
feelings of his burden that the Dutch resident who is 
stationed in each of these twehty-two provinces of 
Java is not even known as Governor, although he is the 
great boss, with almost all powers of a King. Instead, 
his title is that of elder brother to the King of datto. 

The Javanese Prince is a holy person, indeed, to his 
subjects. They approach him only. with awed venera- 
tion, and his wish is sacred. ¥ 


Princes in Golden Cages. 


Almost all of the twenty-two native rulers are im- 
Indeed, if it can be said that any human 
being can have without stint whatever he desires, be it 
what it may, it may be said of these Javanese great- 
nesses, whose divine authority is recognized by the ma- 
jority of the 33,000,000 people who dwell in the Dutch 
East Indies. 

There is only one exception to the list of what they 
may have. That one exception is freedom. The Java- 
nese ruler is a precious bird in a golden cage. To do 
him honor, a squadron of square-shouldered Dutch cav- 
alry never fails to escort him when he goes out. 

To make sure that he shal! not incur illness or fatigue 
by going out too often, the elder brother has so ar- 
ranged it in each residency that His Royal Highness 
shall never venture from his golden palace until that 
good elder brother shall have considered the wisdom 
of it. Neither may His Royal Highness be annoyed by 
improper persons. The elder brother takes care of that, 
too, by scanning the names of intending visitors before 
permitting them to call. 

To do still further honor to the Javanese princes, the 
affectionate Dutchman has built very pretty forts, so 
situated that every Javanese palace ig commanded 
neatly and completely. 

Once the Javanese princes started to move their 
palaces, or kratons, which is the native name of the big 
groups of buildings that are necessary to the majesty 
of the brilliant life. The princes declared that it was 
religious law that the kratons. must not remain on 


the same site for more than a century, and the century 
was about up. 
_ Whatever the Dutchman may have thought about the 


religious part of the explanation, he did not wink an 
eyelid, but agreed cheerfully. Only, he remarked; of course 
he would feel it incumbent on him to honor the princes 
by moving the Dutch forts, also, so that they should 
still protect the kratons in their new site. And, of 
course, said the Dutchman, the expense would, no doubt, 
be borne by the princes. 

The princes have not changed the lotation of their 
kratons. 


The Javanese Bismarck. 


The Dutchman is not always in absolute control of the 
situation, however. There is a Javanese Bismarck. 
He is so clever that the Dutch have given him the name. 

His right name is more difficult to remember. It is 
Raden Adipati Sosrodiningrat. He is the husband of 
the sister of the Soesoehoenan, the “Emperor” of Sura- 
karta, and occupies a position in that grand court that 
is similar to the post of premier or Imperial Chancellor 
in European courts. | 

The importance of this office can be realized more 
clearly when it is understood that the rule of the native 
chiefs is direct. They govern the people under native 
laws and the Dutch hide behind them, so that, although 
they pull the strings of government, the Europeans, as 
well as the natives, are judged and ruled by the princes. 

As it is the policy of the Dutch, in addition to this, 
to conciliate: the native population by making it feel 
that its interests are protected particularly, the ten- 
dency is always to give the native the best of it in dis- 
putes between natives and white men. Consequently, 
the character of the Imperial Chancellor at Surakarta 
is of vast importance. All leases, contracts and other 
transactions connected with plantations come before 
him. He must stand between the princes and the Dutch 
government, and that is no. sinecure, for the Javanese 
Prince is an autocratic and haughty person, who is 
spoiling for a scrap with his elder brother, and also the 
great father at Batavia. | ‘ 

The great father is the Governor-General, and he is 
a Governor-General indeed. He can do practically what 
he good and well pleases. He can declare war within 
the East ‘Indian possessions of Wilhelmina, sentence 
persons to death, exile anybody who doesn't suit him, 
forbid foreigners or natives from traveling from one 
town to another, and otherwise run the machine at his 
sweet will. 

His immediate representatives are the residents, one 
of whom is installed in each province. They, too, have 
great powers. If a person doesn’t happen to have a 
passport entitling him to visit any of their towns, they 
can lock him up; and they often do. eee 

It is a sight quite overwhelming to behold a state 
function under cne of these Dutch autocrats.

These dancers must amuse the ruler whenever he 
wishes it. ey are trained from early youth for the 
purpose. training goes so far as to lead to the 
bending of their joints in unnatural directions,.so that 
the dance has something serpentine in its grace. 

The grace of these women is wonderful. Each motion 
is like that of a winged creature. Add to this, not only 
the beauty of face and form, but the brilliancy of the 
magnificent costumes, and the eye is bewildered with the 
gorgeous scene. 


Deference Due to the Dutch, — 


The immobile Dutchman lets her rip“ with complete 
equanimity. He doesn't eare, as long as he knows that 
he is the real ruler. And he knows that. Despite his 
amiability in letting the Javanese rulers lord it with 
their pomp, he takes care the low-born Javanese shall 
never forget the deference due to him. 

When a Dutchman rides through Java, the natives 
squat down on their knees whenever he passes. If a

The Dutchman has numbered nearly everything in the 
Dutch East Indies except the Acheenese and the Battaks. 
He has numbered the bridges and the roads and the 
shelters and the oxen and the huts. Taxes are col- 
lected by numbers, repairs are made according to num- 
bers. This part of the government is as orderly as a 
Dutch canal boat. 

He has made the Javanese operate their farms with 
the precision with which a Holland goose girl marshals 
her flock. 

His civil service is as orderly as the dikes in the 
Fatherland. A man enters the colonial service at about 
$900 a year. He goes out in the land and becomes a 
deputy controlling clerk. That he takes the 
census and examines crops and does the other colonial 
jobs of a man of all work. :

When Reed Was in the Navy. 


W. RUMSEY, a lawyer of Terra Haute, Ind., 
spent more than a year with Thomas B. Reed 
fon the little gunboat Sibyl, on the Mississippi 
River, when Reed was an assistant paymaster in the 
navy, and Mr. Rumsey says that the traits which made 
the man from Maine unique in the history of public men 
of the United States became well known to his ship- 
mates. 

Mr. Reed, he said, spent more than a year trying to 
practice law in California before he accepted the ap- 
pointment in the navy in 1864. He was a married man 
at the time he got the appointment. After graduating 
at Bowdoin College Mr. Reed taught school and studied 

law for a year or two, and then went to California. 

He hung out his shingle in several mining towns, 
but from what he told Mr. Rumsey he had a hard time 
of it on the coast, and was glad to take the navy posi- 

tion, which, in fact, was that of purser on the Sibyl. 

The duties were light, occupying him not more than 
two or three hours a day. The boat carried 125 persons, 
Officers and men, and was in the patrol service in the 
lower Mississippi, with Memphis for headquarters. 

From the time Payfister Reed came aboard until all 
hands were discharged in 1865 the Sibyl was in no en- 
gagement with the enemy, so that Paymaster Reed never 
saw the flash of the enemy’s guns. ; . 

“I happened to be an officer on the deck when he 
came aboard to report for duty,” said Mr. Rumsey. “He 
was a big man physically then. I remember his pe- 
culiar appearance, also his Yankee twang, when he asked 
me where he could find the captain. I told him, and he 
went aft and presented his credéntials to Capt. Jack 

“He and Reed became fast friends. Capt. Atkins was 
as outspoken and straightforward as Reed, and, while 
they were types of two sections of the country, each 
quickly recognized the fine appreciation of blunt honesty 
im the other. Reed came aboard the boat at Mound City, 
and he was ready to begin his duties at once. . 
“As might be expected, the western men on the boat, 

as they got on more familiar terms with him, ‘guyed’ 
him about his Yankee twang and Yankee ideas generally, 
and be had fun with them. His satire and wit were quite 
as sharp then as in later years. He was the best-edu- 
cated man among us. 

“He commanded the respect of all because of his 
moral character. When the ship’s crew got shore leave 
they took in a town. Some of the officers, too, had their 
filing at Memphis and other places. Reed never did.”—

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Where Skies are Studied. 


THE Lick OBSERVATORY AND ITs 
UNSURPASSED EQUIPMENT. 
By a Special Contributor. 
IEWED from the Campus of Stanford University, 
nestling among the Santa Cruz foothills, from the 


'* blossoming orchards of Santa Clara, from the far- 
off beach before Monterey, and even from the headlands 


wall of Mt. Hamilton stands forth, and high on its 
rounded summit, glistening in the afternoon sunlight 
ean be seen the great, white dome of Lick Observatory. 

Saturday, throughout the year, is visitors’ day at the 
observatory, and on that afternoon the hall and library 
and the two domes with their great instruments are 
freely thrown open to the public. That night until about 
ll o’clock the great thirty-six-inch telescope in its dark- 
ened dome, and the other instruments, are put at the 
disposal of the tourists. It is an experience almost 
unique in the ups and downs of globe-trotter to find 
the men at the head of such an institution welcoming 
all comers, and turning aside from their regular work 
one night every week patiently to explain to assembled 
ignorance the wonders and marvels of their science. 
The astronomers recrive the somewhat ignorant throng

With the Instruments. 


Prof. Hussey and I left the office to visit the observa- 
tory instrument by instrument. Near the entrance in 
the main hall we came first to the clock mechanism. 
Lick Observatory tells the time of day to the whole 
Pacific United States. The clock is right here. One 
minute before noon every day in the year a message 
goes out over the wires to all the stations of the Coast 
and the West from El Paso, Tex., to Seattle, Wash. 
The connection being made throughout the system, the 
seconds of the final minute are ticked off to the waiting 
operators until the last second.

ASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The greater White 
W House” is at last finished, inside and out, top 
and bottom. The last stroke of the decorator’s 
brush has been made, and each bit of bric-à-brac has 
been assigned its place. This entire rehabilitation has 
been consummated within six months after the Presi- 
dential family surrendered their official home to the 
contractors. The ancient but rejuvenated mansion to- 
day represents a total cost of $2,509.000 expended in 
construction and repair since its corner-stone was laid, 
in the presence of Washington, in 1792. More than 
a half-miilion of this was appropriated by Congress for 
the improvements made since last June. Since that 
— about $3000 per day has been expended upon the 
work. 
The public will hereafter be admitted to parts of the 
mansion in spite of the fact that Congress resolved to 
reserve the entire building as a residence for Executive 
families. But the visitor who beheld the interior detail 
a year ago will fail to recognize its present features, and 
the chances are that his bearings will be completely 
lost. 4 
The old north door with its familiar, protecting porte- 
cochere, will hereafter be reserved for the private uses 
of Executive families and policemen stationed at the 
north gates are now düsily engaged in directing sight- 
do the new east porte-cochefé, opposite the treas- 
ury.

AN OUTING IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


A TW0O-HUNDRED-MILE JOURNEY FROM MANILA 
TO A MOUNTAIN RESORT. 
From a Special Correspondent. 

MANILA (P. I.) Dec. 27.—One fair morning last 
month a party of five left Manila for a mountain 
resort about two hundred mies away. 
office in Manila is not far different from those in the 
United States, except that one is greeted by the signs, 
“1 Ra Clase,” 2 Ra Clase” and “3 Ra Clase,” over little 
windows. The trains, however, reminded one of the 
ancient patterns exhibited at the World’s Fair in Chi- 
cago. They have narrow seats and long cars, in some 


parallel with the train. The couplers were of an an- 
tique design, and the rate of speed was very slow, 
it took all day to go from Manila to 
miles. This was only a temporary 
ever, on account of Asiatic cholera, and “health 
mits” to travel. 

At Dagupan the natives crowded around the station 
ready to assist, with happy faces, but could neither un- 
dersu.ind Tagalog, Spanish or English. Finally, like a 
meteor on a dark night, one active, laughing, sunny 
little “tike’” bobbed up nimbly and said he could speak 
“poco English.” 

We drove to the American Hotel, where an army 
chaplain’s wife took particular pains to make our stay 
interesting. It was a fourteen-mile drive to Lingayen, 
with charming scenery, towering cocoanut trees, with 
tempting, unobtainable. fruit; wild locust trees, date 
palms, tree of fire,” with gorgeous and massive dis- 


bought a peso’s worth of mangoes from a native, who 
carried them in a round and almost-flat basket on her 
head. She gave us so many that nearly the whole 
floor of the ambulance was covered. 

Lingayen is a coast town, and was the capital of the 
province in Spanish times. It is one of the prettiest 
places in the islands. The center of the town is a 
large plaza of rolling green, surrounded by white curb- 
stones, white seats, white fancy band stand, white lamp 
posts and tall white urns for flowers. The white 
looked: like Parian marble, and formed a picturesque 
effect. There is a fine, spacious convent, now used by 
the military government. The town has beautiful 
homes—old Spanish houses, with vines and flowers 
clambering over the high walls. We passed a number 
of quaint old churches, some of them magnificent, but 
no two alike. 

The next day Lawton's Beach, three miles from 
Dagupan, was visited. The beach and shore outline 
made one think of San Juan by the sea, in Southern 
California, and seemed like the first glimpse of real 
‘ocean we had seen for months. | 

By the courtesy of Gen. Wheaton, transportation was 
given us on_a government launch from Dagupan to 
San Fernando de la Union. A Third Cavalry lieutenant 
came aboard just as we had crossed the little arm of 
the China Sea. We were rowed in a banca a few 
fathoms, and then the breakers washed the boat ashore, 
A native carried the passengers one by one onto dry 
land. The lieutenant cordially invited us to his home, 
where his muchacho had prepared a good dinner. It 
was served in such good taste and was so well pre- 
pared it was hard to believe no woman’s hand had 
taken part in preparing it. A four-mule team, in an 
ambulance, a colored driver, and an armed soldier, took 
us over the lowlands and “ladrone fields” to Nagidian, 
at the foot of the trail. Here we stayed over night in 
a new unfurnished house, sleeping on blankets spread on 
the bamboo-pleated floor.

| The Igarrotes are a branch of the Aryan race, and 
live in the hills. They are sturdy and fearless. They 


have resisted Spanish civilization and religion. They 


are more trustworthy than the Filipinos; yet, while 
they are honest, virtuous and courageous, they are lazy, 
dirty and ignorant. They worship the sun, moon and 
stars; but believe in a great God who sometimes sends 
lightning to kill one of their number, as a punishment 
for their sins. 
| The little Filipino ponies were saddled, and the start 
was made up the difficult trail. All chose ponies, 
though some go in sedan chairs, or in hammocks, man- 
aged by Igarrote carriers. 
The scenery was grand and inspiring, reminding one 


ot the wildness of Colorado and California, with their 


huge boulders and precipitous cliffs. So dense was the 
foliage that it looked impenetrable. There were hidden 
roaring waterfalls, and sounds with a musical rush 
would rise and fall away in the distance. Birds with

Being 
thus urged, he arose, scanned the face of each juryman 
for a moment, and said: 

“Gentlemen of the jury, the best friend a man has 
in the world may turn against him and become his 
enemy. His son or daughter, that he has reared with 


loving care, may prove ungrateful. Those who are near- | 


est and dearest to us, those whom we trust with our 
happiness and our good name may become traitors to 
their faith, The money that a man has he may lose. 
It flies away from him perhaps, when he needs it most, 
A man’s reputation may be sacrificed in a moment of 
ill-considered action. The people who are prone to fall 
on their knees to do us honor when success is with us 
may be the first to throw the stone of malice when failure 
settles its cloud upon our heads.

Please enumerate 
some of the articles which will be necessary to carry out 
the colonial character of the room. I forgot to mention 
that I have two East India chairs with two of the “hour- 
glass wicker tables, which are brought to set beside 
them. As these are used to set teacups on beside these 
chairs in India I thought they would be just the thing in 


this reception-room where I wish to serve tea.” 


You have undoubtedly made a good beginning in this 
room. It will be worth your while, I think, to carry 
out the suggestion in the minutest particulars. You 
should have for it, first and foremost, a large winged 
chair and a mahogany Davenport; two medium low stools 
with mahogany legs and claw feet; a low, broad tea 
table with leaves (mahogany,) two Chipperdale or 
Sheraton chairs with upholstered seats. These, with 
your East India chairs will complete the furnishing. 
For accessories you must have, if possible, a Russian 
samovar, from which to serve tea, and old colonia] china 
cups and saucers. Large and many-branched cande- 
’ Jabra of brass or English Sheffield plate. Two tall can- 
diesticks to correspond with the candelabra. A very 
‘tall cut-glass vase in which to arrange branching roses, 
carved Indian boxes, etc., as bric-a-brac. Upholster your 
deep window seats and cover your wing chair and your 
Davenport, and hang long curtains to the floor at your 
windows of a flowered glazed chints with a close tracery 
of pink roses on a white ground. Cover your walls up 
to tae picture mould with striped paper in two tones of 
old rose and above that, kalsomine with ivory white. 
Hang a colonial chandelier with crystal dangles from 
the center of ceiling and on either side of colonial mirror 
over the mantel have branching lights with dangies. 
An oval sconce or “girandole” against the wall will alee 
add much. Cover the two stools with old rose brocaded 
. satin and lay a large Turkish rug in the center of your 
room on a polished floor. This rug should contain some 
old rose and much turquoise blue or green. For your 
conservatory window I would suggest that you have a 
lattice work made of very open wicker in light color 
corresponding with the basket part of your India chairs. 
A Chinese worker in wicker oan do these panels for you 
if you will give him your measurements. From these 
wicker panels hang raw silk sash curtains in a light 
shade of fern green. You must have an awning for this 
window. 
An Oklahoma Home. | 
¢¢/* ATHARINE,” Oklahoma, writes: “I have a house 
of eight rooms besides reception-hall and bath, 
which I wish to paper and refurnish. The house is 
almost new, and has never been papered. The wood- 
work is yellow pine, oiled and varnished. It fronts 
south, the parlor and reception hall being in front. 
parlor is 13x13%; hall, 10x10, with latticed window 
about four feet from floor; there is a very pretty stair- 
way, The parlor has one large window in front with 
double doors leading into living-room and hall. The 
parlor carpet is moss-green Axminster with pink rose- 
buds shading to tan; what kind of paper shall I use in 
parlor and hall? Also pictures for both? I should like 
the parlor to be homelike and not too dainty for every- 
day use, more of a sitting-room in fact, but as our grate 
is in the living-room we will sit there most of the time 
this winter. This room has a mantel of golden oak, 
also a library table of same; would you advise the three- 
shelf bookcase fastened on the wall, or the low cases 
resting on the floor? The carpet is a Persian pattern 
in red, black and dark green and tan, the couch is up- 
holstered in brown corduroy. A Morris chair is in red 
velvet and golden oak. I have also two leather-seated 
chairs. Do I need other furniture beside pictures? The 
size of the room is 14x14, with a double window on the 
east side. The dining-room is 14x14, with double win- 
dows on the west side and one window on the south, 
under a porch; so you see that neither room is very 
well lighted. Would you advise a plate rail in the 
dining-room, and what would be best to go with --the 
light woodwork, tapestry paper, or tinted burlap up to 
the rail? I would prefer the dining-room set in Flemish 
or weathered oak; would you advise it in such a room?” 
I think I should like your parlor and hall with tan 
colored (a yellow tan) ingrain paper on walls and ceil- 
ings. This gives a soft and pretty glow to rooms, when 
used in conjunction with yellow pine woodwork. And 
you say that your rooms are not very well lighted. You 
could pleasantly break up the sameness of coloring by 
using at your windows linen taffeta curtains having 
pink and perhaps some red flowers, and green leaves 
on a tan ground. This will give you a cozy and attrac- 
tive room with your green carpet. There 
dare various qualities of fishnets (none of them en- 
pensive,) which you could hang under the taffeta to 


The 


soften it against the glass. Line your taffeta curtains 
with cream-colored cambric at 6 cents per yard and 
tatch them back with two-inch stitched bands of taffeta. 
The net should hang straight in tolerably full folds. If 
you cannot find the taffeta in Oklahoma, get one of 
your merchants to send to Chicago, Boston and New 
York for just the colors and style you wish. You will, 
in this way, be sure to secure something which will 
give you real pleasure whenever you look at it. These 
materials have never been manufactured in more artistic 
and exquisite designs than at present. The flowers are 
as perfect as water-color studies by the finest artists 
and are in beautiful combinations. If you wish to in- 
troduce a Davenport and feel that you cannot afford 
one of the expensive mahogany pieces that are now in 
such vogue, you could secure a catalogue of furniture 
from some eastern house, and finding an ingenious 
carpenter persuade him to make the plain, heavy frame 
on perfectly straight lines for you. Lou can then have 
an upholsterer put in the springs and stuff it for you 
and cover it with your taffeta. There will be no wood 
in evidence whatever, and a row of wrought-brass nail 
heads can fasten down the stuff along the top line of the 
back. This will add a charming effect to your room. 
As for pictures, unless you possess some valuable paint- 
ings I would advise you to use good prints in brown or 
black and white, simply framed in flat gold or dark 
wood. I prefer the low bookcases which rest on the 
floor. Two East India wicker chairs would be a great 
addition to the furnishing of your living-room. A paper 
of yellow roses on a white ground with a ceiling of plain 
yellow down to the picture mould would make your liv- 
ing-room cheerful. And this coloring would go well 
with your brown couch, your carpet, etc. Burlap in 
rather a light shade of green would look well up to 
plate rail in your dining-room.

O THE lover of dancing there is no function so 
T enjoyable as a cotillion, and there is certainly none 
which can be made more charmingly picturesque. 
Comparatively few entertain with the cotillion, how- 
ever; the trouble and expense it entails is a powerful 


deterrent. 


Added to the usual outlay for music and decorations 
is the expenditure for favors, and the properties neces- 
sary for the fancy figures let one in for a considerable 


gum, even if the entertainment is thriftily planned. 


In our latter-day lavish extravagance, accounts have 
been given of cotillions where the favors were jeweled 
adornments, bric-A-brac, and foreign trinkets, whose 
aggregate value mounted into thousands of dollars; 


_ but no one can honestly believe such prodigality is in 


good taste. ; ‘ 

Still, no hostess of today is quite satisfied with the 
meaningless trifles and ridiculous toys which were 
once considered sufficient, and proved often but a 
mussy litter or burdensome nuisance before the dance 
was over. 

And, yet, a cotillion may be given with comparatively 
little expense, if cleverness and industry play a major 
part in its arrangement. A cheap cotillion, to be effec- 
tive, should have some central idea painstakingly 


_ worked out to the most minute detail, and artistic 


originality will give more pleasure than elegance or 
intrinsic value in accessories. 

One of the most beautiful cotillions ever given in 
Southern California was a Spanish-Mexican affair, where 
banderillos, the Mexican ensign (tissue-paper flags 
on gilded sticks,) the sugar-loaf hat, the sombrero, 
tissue-paper tamales, cheap Mexican pottery, and the 
red rose of Castile served as favors.

marked Love's Philther,” which, when uncorked, were 
found to contain candy pellets and pill boxes for the 
men, ornamented with a pretty girl’s head, and marked 
“A Specific for Love.” These were filled with silvered 
confections. For the distribution of these, Cupid's 
messenger was transformed by a white wig and spec- 
tacles into Cupid’s physician, and carried his remedies 
in a medicine chest. | 

The old love token—a broken sixpence, strung on a 
bright ribbon—curious knots of “my true-love’s colors,” 
water-color heads, in old-fashioned (gilt paper) frames, 
medallion style, on a silver thread, that the lover might 
wear them next the heart; the wishbone in silver and 
gilt,.all lent themselves quaintly as reminders of old- 
time sentiment. 


But the greatest ingenuity was displayed in the fancy 


 @gares, which were suggestively known as “The Pro- 
posal,” “The Refusal,” Love's Quest” and “Happy 
Hymen.” 

The accessories for carrying these out introduced 
plump heart-shaped pillows, upon which lovers knelt 
to propose; flower-decked screens, placed in four corners 
of the room, behind which Cupid's messenger escorted 
maids to the flirtation corners; a pendant heart, a bag 
of gold, a string of guady decorations, to tempt maids 
to choose between three contestants for favor, the three 
symbolizing love, money and fame; Cupid's bandages 
of soft silk, to blindfold them in Love’srquest; filmy 
white veils and orange-blossom wreaths, when the god 
of Hymen had made his final selection. 

All these, with some old favorites, worked out into 
sentimental situations, made a cotillion which cost 
very little, as cotillions go, and which was pronounced 
original, artistic and “awfully jolly.” :

6s WONDER if you ever went fishin’ with a grizzly?” 
said old Bill Ellis, as we stopped at noon on Up- 
per Kern River, to catch some trout for lunch.

OFIA Jan 6 (Dec. 24. 0.8.)—“There aren't really 
such animals,“ was the sweeping statement of the 


little girl after seeing a series of antbears and other 
unfamiliar beasts in the cages of the Zodlogical Gar- 


dens; and that remark, substituting places for animals, 


represents very much the mental attitude of the ordi- 
nary educated Englishman toward the little known 
though occasionally paragraphed countries which are 
vaguely lumped together in his mind as the Balkan 
States. And yet it is becoming more and more evident 
that there exists in the Bulgarian principality—the grow- 
ing child of Europe—the possibility at least of a hope- 
ful and satisfactory 8 of that evergreen danger- 
breeding problem that ed so long and so 
tefiaciously under the name of the eastern question. 
Whatever else may be said of Bulgarian statecraft it 
must be conceded that it has displayed at any rate this 
supreme political virtue—it has been successful; if it 
has not always been altruistic it has thereby escaped 
peculiarity. And glancing back over the brief but 
crowded span of modern Bulgarian history, and looking 
forward, beyond immediate events, to the future which 
opportunity seems to offer, one reflects that in political 


struggles for predominance, as in nature's internecine 
warfare, the severest competition lies oftenest between 


kindred races. A strong power in the Balkan Peninsula 
—Slav and Orthodox and not Russian—will form the 
best neighbor and future ally for the Ottoman empire, 
the best bulwark and guarantee against Muscovite am- 
bitions and Greek aspirations; and such a power will 
supply a welcome item of stability in that, possibly 
distant, chaos which the divergent constituents of the 


Hapsburg empire seem to be preparing for Southeastern 


Europe. 

It is this strategic importance in a region of fluid 
frontiers and threatening landslides which places every- 
thing in Bulgaria so strangely out of perspective. “A 


rifie shot in the Balkans makes more noise than a can- 


non fired off elsewhere,” a certain illustrious personage 
is reported to have said; which embodies a double truth. 
A growth of population, an improved agricultural and 
banking return an increase of exports and a develop- 
ment of railway and mining enterprise, the founding 
of a new industry or the expansion of an old one, have 
the same enhanced yet not exaggerated importance.

| The contents of the humbler shops usually overflow, 
in eastern fashion, on the sidewalk, and trays of chest- 
nuts, eggs, apples and pickled fish encroach unrestrain- 
edly on the pavement, while on the curbside a further 
impediment to foot traffic is caused by the primitive 
hand-saw mills which are scattered promiscuously about 
in the busiest thoroughfares. The boles of wood are 
brought in direct from the forests on the backs of sturdy 
Balkan ponies, and when sawn up are stacked breast 
high along the sidewalk till disposed of. Other forest 
produce is being hawked round, in the shape of fox, 
marten, and wildcat pelts, for which the hucksters ask 
such moder- te sums that one has not the ill grace to do 
the traditional chaffering.

Olives That Will Keep. 


HERE was published in this department last week 

an extract from an Ontario paper, describing an 

olive-canning industry, recently established at that 
place.. As mentioned in the article, the factory is shortly 
to be- moved to Los Angeles. 

Since then, the editor of this department has received 
a sample can of these olives. For many years the olive 
men have been trying to hit upon some plan of mak- 
ing the ripe olive keep. It has hitherto been found im- 
possible to do so, without the use of harmful preserva- 
tives. Consequently, wholesale grocers 
became disgusted, and refused to handle the ripe Call- 
fornia olive. The present method seems to be a solu- 
tion of the difficulty. 

The fruit is put up by the Blackburn Electric Olive 
Company. The process is declared to be a trade secret, 


but it is hinted that electricity plays some part in ster- 


izing the fruit and destroying the bacteria, which 
cause fermentation. It is affirmed absolutely by the 
company that no preservatives of any kind are used. 
The olives are taken from the brine and packed in 
They, are equal to anything in the 
shape of pickled olives that have been seen in this mar- 
ket, although some persons would object to the color- 
ing, which is not black, but mottied. It should be re- 
membered, however, that a ripe olive must inevitably 


lose much of its color in canning, so that, when uni- 


formly jet-black olives are encountered, it may be taken 
for granted that they have been artificially colored. 
These canned olives lack.the excessive saltiness which 
is an objection to the use of pickled olives on the part of 
many people. 

Preservation of olives in this fashion should serve to 
greatly stimulate the demand for this appetizing and 
It is announced 
from New York that the taste for ripe olives is rapidly 
growing there. California should be able to secure a 
good share of the business although, of course, Spain, 


France and Italy bave the advantage of cheaper labor 


and lower freights, so that the olive growers of Cali- 
fornia will need adequate protection. It is not surpris-

ing to learn that the demand for these olives is greater 


than the present capacity of the factory. They are sold 
by the leading grocers. and have been introduced in the 
leading hotels of this section.

San Bernardino County Apples. 


HE following statement of an exhibit of the apples 
of San Bernardino county appears in the San Ber- 
nardtuo Times-Index: 

“The supervisors propose to make a fine collection 
of the apples which are grown in this county. To this 
end they have employed Maj. I. J. Rochussen to gather 
up specimens of the fruit and that gentleman thus 
far been quite successful. Just now he is being delayed 
on account of a shortage in the glass jars into which 
the apples are being placed for preservation, and the 
supervisors are endeavoring to secure some jars down 
at Los Angeles. One of the difficulties encountered was 
to get a solution which would preserve the fruit in its 
natural color and shape. Finally a formula was se- 
cured from the State University, which calls for a so- 
lution composed ‘of distilled water, formaline and glycer- 
ine, which is working like a charm. It is remarkable 
the large number of varieties which are being grown in 
this county.

Farmers’ Trust at Hynes. 


HE trust idea was adopted at Hynes several years 

ago and, before J. Pierpont Morgan and his billion- 
dollar combinations had become the talk of the country, 
the merger at Hynes had absorbed a large share of the 
farming interests of that community and of a few other 
communities as well. A lot of the husbandmen of that 
vicinity thought a combination of some of their indus- 
trial affairs would be a good thing, and on October 1, 


ing a handsome profit for themselves from the prices 
charged for the service. 

Enthusiastic over their gains, the same, or nearly the 
same, farmers proceeded to do some more filing in the 
offices of the Coumty Clerk and of the Secretary of State, 
and the Hynes Irrigation Company was incorporated. 
The men comprising the creamery company sold to them- 
selves as the irrigation company, a corner of the cream- 
ery lot and then, as an irrigation company, they pro- 
ceeded to sink a well. The irrigation company bought 
steam of the creamery company, piped it from the cream- 
ery company’s boiler and used the steam to run the irrl- 
gation company’s engine. With the power so gencrated 
the irrigation company pumped water, built a flume and 
irrigated several hundred acres of the incorporators’ land 
at a profit both to the company and to the members 
whose lands were watered. 

Meantime the creamery reports showed a steady m- 
crease of butter fat, and branch skimming stations were 
established at Artesia, Bixby and Cerritos. In round 
figures, the creamery company has paid to patrons within 
the past year $97,000 and about $10,700 was expended 
for wages, repairs and supplies. On December 20 last, a 
semi-annual dividend was paid on the capital stock. The 
directors are: R. C. Andrews, president; J. A. Philbin, 
R. R. Briggs, G. A. Harris, and H. W. Brewer. J. O.

Pipe to La Habra. 


L ORK has been begun on the cement pipe line 
of the Hast Whittier Land & Water Company's 
extension to La Habra,” says the Whittier News. “A 
force of twenty-five or thirty men employed by Con- 
tractors Ravisson & Smith are manufacturing cemen' 
pipe on the mesa this side of John Scott’s ranch. 
There will be about nine miles of the 30, 24, 22 and 
20-inch mains in all. Cement is mixed with river sand 
and gravel from Sycamore Cajfion, and then shaped in 
forms of two-foot lengths. It is a very interesting sight 
and one cannot help thinking that water, pure in the 
first place, as it comes from wells, must be clean and 
wholesome, when conveyed in this manner. A gasoline 
engine furnishes the power for the machine which mixes

GORGEOUS BIRD OF THE SUN, AND 
Its IMMENSE VALUE.

N THE tall and dreamy forests that clothe the back- 
bone of Central America there flit the most beautiful, 
birds in the world. And most beautiful of them is 


the quezal. 
No one who ever has seen one of th wonderful 
creatures would dream of. being able to convey more 


than a pale hint of their beauty. 
The quezal is a small bird, not larger than a wild dove. 


in shape. A flashing golden green plays over it. 

The plumage of the body. does not lie in orderly rows, 
feather fitting into feather, as in most birds. Instead, 
beautiful plumes lie in bold waves and overhang the 
body. These immense feathers can hardly be said to be 
colored, They are rather like jewels, for they flash in 
the richest emerald green that can be imagined. 

The same glowing green extends over the two middle 
feathers of tlie tail, which is three feet long and floats 
out on wind when the quezal flies. The other feathers 
of the tail are black and white. 

Breast and lower body of the quezal are scarlet—a 
flit 
through the primeval forests of the Central American 


flame licking through the trees. 
The quezal is a sacred bird in almost all Central 
America today, to at least the extent that the killing 


where, while in many localities there is a heavy fine 
and long imprisonment for any one who undertakes to 
disturb the royal creatures. 

There is a belief throughout the Central American 
countries that the quezal's heart breaks in captivity, 
and it certainly is well established that it is almost im- 
possible to keep the bird alive in a cage. ; 

On account of this characteristic, Guatemala has used | 
the bird as the symbol of freedom on its coat of arms. 

When Cortez landed in Mexico he found temples that 
The feathers of 
the bird were valued at more than gold, and the killing 
ofa quezal was a national crime. Every year the Em- 


peror of Mexico sent men out to gather quezal feathers. | 


This was done by catching the birds with bird lime, 
very carefully taking the two long green feathers from 
the tall aud then liberating them again. 

No one was permitted to wear quezal feathers except 
the Emperor. Montezuma's famous crown was made of 
hundreds of the green tail feathers, upheld by fine strips | 
of precious wood and bound togeher with gold, so that 
when donned, the crown stood almost tliree feet above 
the forehead of the wearer ‘ 

A splendid figure wa’ the Atzec Emperor who wore 
this feather crown. His cloak was made of almost 
equally precious bright-blue feathers. On arms and 
ankles he wore rings of solid gold. His belt was gold 
set with gems and he bore in his hand a golden spear 
set with the richest jewels of the secret mines of Ceneral 
America. 7

In the great temples the beautiful quesal birds were 
worshiped as if they were gods. Besides being worn 
by the Emperor and his heirs, their feathers were used 
for only one other purpose—to deck the likenesses and 
figures of the Atzec gods and the battle insignia of the 
imperial warriors. 

The mythology of the Central Americans is almost 
wholly lost. The Mayans, who loved the quezal, were 
a forgotten race ages before Cortez found the wonder- 
ful Aztec empire in its glory. But a few of the legends 
have survived in vague forms, and one of them is the 
beautiful one of the quezal bird’s creation. 

Once upon a time, says the legend, there arose a great 
man in Central America. His name was Quezalcoatl, 


was born far away in the Land of the Sunrise, Tia- 
pallan, which lies across the seas and never is dark- 
ened. 


His face was fair and he had shining eyes. A full 
beard flowed to his breast and his look was the look of 
calmness and peace. 

“Long he waited in the sunland of Tlapallan, till the 
Then he crossed the sea. His canoe was a 
mighty seashell, and it was blown over the deep as 
foam is blown along from ridge to ridge of the rollers.

HOW TO DO CIRCUS TRICKS. 


SOME INTERESTING THINGS THAT Docs Mar 
EASILY BE TAUGHT TO Do. 


By a Special Contzibutoc. 


When, either for the sake of amusement or profit, one 
undertakes to teach an animal tricks, dogs are by far 
the most satisfactory pets with which to work. 

They are more easily taught than any other kind of 
animal, and they can learn more complicated and dif- 
ficult feats. 

Another item in the dog’s favor is that, when he is 
properly handled he will enjoy both his lessons and his 
performances and he will make it evident that he enjoys 
them. Any sort of dog can be taught tricks and not in- 
frequently some yellow, short-haired plebeian from the 
street has more capacity for tricks than a. blue-blooded 
poodle. 

The young trainer must not fall into the mistaken 
notion that the ability to learn a trick quickly is the 


most desirable quality in an animal. Some pupils learn 


and from 2 to 4. These hours are shortened for the 


stead of food to the string and reward the dog from 
your hand every time you induce him to pull at the rag. 
After the dog thoroughly understands what is wanted 
of him a cap may be placed on the pistol. 
A dog may be taught to ring a dinner bell (see Figure

the dog will climb to the top of any ladder. 


The dog that can walk along a row of bottles is fit to 


Fasten the bottles to a plank, as 
shown in Figure 4. Ordinary fish glue will attach them 
securely. 

Pick you dog up and place each of his four feet upon 
one of the bettles. Help him to balance himself while 


in this position. After this has been repeated a num- 


ber of times the dog will be able to stand alone.

Often only one 
or two lessons are needed to teach a dog some amusing 
feat. 

When a master, after constant trials, fails to teach his 
pet the trick he desires, it is almost always the fault 
of the master. Either he has lost his temper too fre- 
quently and frightened the animal, or he has not held 
to one system of teaching and, as a consequence, he has 
confused his pupil. 

It is impossible to explain to an animal what is de- 
sired of him. The animal can only learn to associate 
certain signs or words with some action, and he learns 
this only by constant repetition. 

If the words or signs which are meant to direct an 
animal are constantly changed the pet will never be 
able to understand what is wanted of him. 

Whippings confuse animals and seldom do any good. 
If the pupil is in momentary expectation of being 
struck he gives but a small part of his attention to the 
lesson, and he falls into a cringing, sneaking carriage 
which spoils even the best of tricks. |

Unfortunately, there are, in this and in all other 
American cities, a number of doctors and institutions 
“who make a specialty of cases of this kind, and who 
are always ready to take a patient, and do for him,” in 
a double sense, generally sizing up their charges by the 
amount of money the victim possesses, or is able to 
raise. They, as well as all the widely-advertised 
“cures” for this ailment, should be studiously avoided, 
or “the last state of that man shall be worse than the 
first.”’ 

As The Times has said, there should be a law to pun- 
ish these fellows, who prey upon the exaggerated fears 
of young men. Their power for harm is increased by 
the false modesty which forbids any reference to the 


subject on the part of those who might be able to give 


valuable advice, that would relieve much misery and 


suffering. 


The condition referred to can only be cured by a 
conscientious and long-continued building up of the 
general health by exercise, bathing, and a careful diet, 
avoiding stimulating foods and drinks. Unfortunately, 
men in this condition are almost always lacking in de- 
termination and will-power, so that it is difficult to get 
them to persist in the self-control necessary to effect a 
cure.

Flesh-cating not Necessary. . 


‘HE following communication has been received from 

Frank W. Crosby of Los Angeles, a man nearly 80 
years of age, who says he has been a vegetarian for 
over sixty-five years, four of which were spent in the 
army. Mr. Crosby refers to an‘artjcle reproduced in 
The Times from a Chicago paper, in which the opinion’ 
of a physician was given that several cases of the 
mysterious disappearance of men employed in the stock 
yards of that city might be due to overwrought nerves, 
caused by the constant scenes of bloodshed and suf- 
fering which they were called upon to witness. The 


_ writer at the same time referred to the slaughter-house 


as a necessity: 

“The horrible article in this morning’s Times, enti- 
tled ‘Madcened by Butchery,’ naturally leads one to 
inquire whether it is really necessary that the slaughter- 
house, and its repulsive horrors, should be for all time 
to come, a hideous blot upon our civilization? 

“Is it right that any of our fellowmen, even young 
men of strong physical and mental organ‘zations, should 
be condemned to a life so necesdarily cruel and de- 
basing as is truthfully dep‘tcted in that article? Many 
of the grandest men of the past and present, from the 


‘prophet Daniel to Tolstoi, have been, or are, vegeta- 


rians. A bloodless diet conduces to health and bodily 
vigor. Within the past ten years there have been many 
notable athletic contests in Europe; particularly in Ger- 
many. In every instance where vegetarians have com- 
pete. they have been victorious.” 

Most assuredly the slaughter-house is not a necessary 
No intelligent person, who has 
investigated the subject, will maintain that flesh food 
is necessary to the maintenance of health and strength. 
In point of fact, about one-füfth of the human race are 
strict vegetarians, from religious motives, while three- 
fourths of the remainder eat very little meat, from ne- 
cessity, not being able to afford the cost. The hardest 
work of the world is done by those who scarcely ever 
taste meat. The Turkish porters, who live principally 
on black bread, watermelons and figs, the Arab and the 
Mexican Indian, who will travel for days on a small 
bag of parched maize, are capable of feats of endur- 


ane which would stagger a flesh-eating athicte. Black 


bread and cabbage soup, or something of thal kind, 
forms the staple dietary of a large majerity of the peas- 


5 antry of Europe, with a little meat on feast days. It 
‘fs the indolent wealthy man, the club lounger, who 


imagines that he cannot keep up his vitality without 
two, or even three, meals of flesh food every day. Hence 
the prevalence of dyspepsia, and nervous diseases, and 
| paresis. 

That the principal vegetable foods are far more nour- 
ishing than flesh is shown by the following table, giv- 
ing the percentage of solid nourishment in seven vege- 
table foods, and in lean beef: 


Wheat flour ........ 85 Beans 85 
Oatmeal ..... 86 


From this it will be seen that wheat flour, oatmeal, 
corn meal, peas, beans and lentils contain three times as 
much nourishment as beef, while dates contain more 
than twice as much. When it comes to a question of 
cost, the difference is still more remarkable. Taking 
the cost of beans at 2% cents per pound, and the aver- 
age cost of lean beef at 15 cents—rather a low price, 
nowadays—we find that a pound of i nourish- 
ment iu the shape of beef costs about 55 cents, and in 
the shape of beans about 3 cents. Quite a considera- 
tion, this, for people who have to figure how to sup- 
port a large family on a small income. 

The trouble with the non-flesh eaters is that they 
frequently lack proper knowledge of foods and their 
qualities. It cannot be expected that a hard-working 
man will be able to retain good health and strength on 
a diet of watery vegetables and fruits. He would have 
to absorb too great a bulk of these food substances, in 
order to obtain a sufficient amount of nutriment. In 
fact, he would have to be eating most of the time, like a 
cow. In the cereals and pulses, however, and in nuts, 
we find a concentrated form of nourishment which is 
fully adapted to meet the requirements of the human 
system. If to these are added such animal products 
as milk, and cheese, and eggs, the non-flesh eater may 
enjoy a variety of menu very much greater than that 
afforded by the limited number of flesh foods to be 
found on the market. . 

No, indeed, the slaughter-house is not a necessity.

Such cases might be multiplied indefinitely, but few 
people care to risk the annoyance, and sometimes even 
the danger, of a scene, when surrounded by friends and 
sympathizers of the trickster. Moreover, the fact that 
these performers are almost always of the female sex 
tends to give them an immunity which they really do 
not deserve. 

Many of these people who allow themselves to be 
focled by such transparent devices are shrewd in busi- 
ness affairs. As remarked, it is a strange phase of 
human nature, and shows that many of us still retain 
superstitions which are generally supposed to be con- 
fined to barbarous or semi-civilized peoples. 


Edison on Medicine. 


N THE course of a published statement regarding 

some things that we might expect to see during the 
present year, Thomas A. Edison said: : 

“Nineteen hundred and three will bring great ad- 
vances in surgery, in the study of bacteria, in the knowl- 
edge of the cause and prevention of disease. Medicine 
is played out. Every new discovery of bacteria shows 
us all the more convincingly that we have been wrong, 
and that the million tons of stuff we have taken was 
all useless. 

“They may even discover the germ of old age. I don't 
predict it, but it might be by the sacrifice of anima 
life human life could be prolonged. 

“The doctor of the future will give no medicine, but 
will instruct his patient in the care of the human frame, 
in diet and in the cause and prevention of diseases. 

“Surgery, diet, antiseptics—these three are the vital 
things of the future in the preservation of the health of 
humanity. There were never so many able, active minds 
at work on the problems of disease as now, and all their 
discoveries are ending in the simple truth—that you 
can't improve on nature.” ) 

On the other hand, leading physicians of the world 
are nowadays inclined to express doubts in regard to 
the “germ theory.” Dr. Virchow, shortly. before his 
ceath, stated that in his opinlon too much stress is be- 
ing laid on the microbe organism as a factor in dis- 
ease. He said: ‘Microbes are found where there is dis- 
ease. They are also found where there is no appreciable 


disease.“

Typhoid Fever from Shell Fish. 


T IS claimed by some students of the food problem 

that the succulent oyster is a scavenger of the ocean 
and sometimes the means of distributing disease. Ac- 
cording to the London Lancet, in a special report on 
the outbreak of typhoid fever in Southend, London, dur- 
ing June and July, 1902, Dr. J. J: C. Nash, the medical 
officer of health, expresses his conviction that typhoid 
fever is often caused by shell fish. He maintains that 
the time is more than ripe for special legislation to 
prohibit in the interests of the publie health the laying 
down of edible shell fish in sewage-polluted creeks or 
other dangerous localities. Many instances of typhoid 
fever have been traced to cockles, and in one case an 
investigation revealed the fact that the cockles came 
from Leigh. Some of these cockles submitted 
to the Jenner institute for bacteriological investigation, 
with the result that bacilli of the colon series were

| with cement. Ventilating shafts were to run to the 
surface of the water. On the Varne bank he proposed 
to build a regular station, having first erected a cir- 
cular wall rising several feet above the water's level. 
Here, in mid-channel, the tubes from each end were 
to emerge, and passengers could thus enjoy a short 
breathing spell in the open air, but below the level of 
the sea. 

So much for tunnels and tubes. Parliament twice 
threw out Sir Edward Watkin’s bill for a submarine 
tunnel, and he withdrew it in 1893, but there still exists 
a channel tunnel company,” with over a mile of tunnel 
made; and the company lives in hope, apparently, that 
it will one day be able to go on with the work. N 

The scheme which was pronounced quite feasible hy Sir 
Benjamin Baker and Sir John Fowler was shown at 
the Paris Exposition of 1889, for the building of a 
bridge from Cape Gris-Nez to Folkestone. It was to cost 
no less than £35,000,000, and was reckoned to take a 
matter of ten years to bulld. 

This was put forward by the French company owning 
the Creusot Ironworks and a M. Herseut, and every- 
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railway: it is not worth while going, since they follow 
closely in the main those just referred to; but we can- 
not close without mentioning the submarine boat which
